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FULL FEEDING THE FALL P 


ALL pigs, to do well, need to be fed very lib- 

erally indeed. It is entirely practical and 

possible to make September farrowed fall 

pigs weigh from 200 to 250 pounds in April 
and May of the following year. ‘The animal hus- 
pandry section of the Iowa experiment station has 
been doing considerable work on fall pigs during 
the last four or five years. In 1917, the fall pigs at 
Ames weighed 303 pounds in April, when they were 
954 days old. This is only about eight and one-third 
months, and certainly is a fine record for the fall 
pig, in that it shows what can be done under lowa 
conditions. 

All of our swine men know that when a pig 
weighs 303 pounds at eight months of age, that that 
pig has really done splendidly. One can not make 
very many mistakes in the breeding, feeding and 
management of the pig that accomplished such a 
weight as that in such a relatively short space of 
time. 

What is of most importance in the consideration 
of these 303-pound fall pigs is the gains and the feed 
requirement for 100 pounds of gain. Taking these 
pigs at weaning time, when they weighed about 50 
pounds each, they were 
put in a dry lot, about 
16x90 feet. In this dry 
lot was placed an Iowa 
movable hog house. A 
hog house may be built 
of various floor dimen- 
sions, but the one used 
was 6x6 feet in size. This 
house has side perpen- 
dicular walls and gable 
roof. The walls are 2% 
feet high, and a small en- 
trance door is placed on 
on the south side. In 
this house were put three 
self-feeders, one contain- 
ing shelled corn, another 
60 per cent protein tank-~ 
age, and still another or- 
dinary salt. This salt 
may be either of the bar- 
rel, block or rock variety. 
What happened with the 
pigs? They grew splen- 
didly; in truth, surpris- 
ingly. From November 
7th to April 24th, a peri- 
od of 167 days, an aver- 
age daily gain of approx- 
imately 114 pounds was 
made, and the pigs ate 
right around 51% pounds 
of the corn grain along 
with not quite one-half pound of meat meal or tank- 
age per head daily. One pound of salt was suffi- 
eient to feed one pig the equivalent of 100 days. 

The feed required for 100 pounds of gain was 
Telatively small, namely, 372 pounds of ordinary 
shelled corn, in addition to 30 pounds of meat meal 
or tankage, a total of 402 pounds of concentrates. 
When one can produce pigs from weaning time to 
&heavy marketable weight of 300 pounds with an 
outlay of approximately 400 pounds of feed for 100 
bounds of gain, that is par excellent. In truth, this 
would be a very good record for spring pigs. If fall 
Digs, therefore, can be properly handled, so that 
they will go thru the winter making a pound of hog 
&ain from four pounds of feed, and this when they 
aré pushed heavily, the advantages of holding them 
back and skimping them along would seem meager 
in proportion. 

: Ordinarily fall pigs are roughed thru the winter.

pig is primarily a grain-eating animal, and that he 
can not be roughed to very good advantage. Of 
course, with matured brood sows that are carrying 
litters, one can get considerable alfalfa or white clo- 
ver hay into them with advantage, but with a young, 
growing and fattening pig, a maximum of highly 
concentrated feed is necessary. When one keeps the 
fall pig all winter long, of necessity this fall pig is 
fed practically an all-grain ration, because pastures 
are not available at that time, and in the first few 
months of this pig’s life he is not adapted to pasture 
feeding except on a minor scale. Hence, by keeping 
this pig ‘thruout the winter and following summer, 
a very heavy feed bill is finally charged up against 
him, somewhat heavier, in fact, than where the pig 
is roughed along from farrowing to market. 

In 1915-16, the Iowa station fed out what might 
be considered an average bunch of fall pigs. One 
group was self-fed, “free-choice” style, on shelled 
corn, meat meal or tankage, and rock salt. They 
were started on feed January 14th, when they were 
about 120 days old. They then weighed around 70 
pounds each. After farrowing, their mothers. were 
fed corn, meat meal or tankage, and salt in separate 











feeders on blue grass pasture, The dittle pigs could 
also eat from said sel@-feeders if they wished, and 
they always took advantage of this opportunity after 
they were a few weeks old. After weaning, at 
sixty days, they were still continued on self-feeders 
as befcre, but with the addition of wheat middlings, 
which were allowed in another self-feeder, also a 
little spare buttermilk was given in an open trough. 
They were thus confinued until they were 120 days 
old. They were farrowed from about the middle 
of September until the middle of October. This is 
somewhat late. It would have been better if they 
could have been produced about the first of Sep- 
tember to the first of October, but one can not al- 
ways control this, because the sows may return. 

When self-fed during-the period of January 14th 
to May 16th, these fall pigs made an average daily 
gain of 1.53 pounds, which is splendid. On final 
weigh-day, namely May 16th, they weighed 255 
pounds, a creditable weight for pigs practically 243 
days old, which weight figures that they made a 
pound per head daily during the period of their 
farm business lives. 

The average daily feed eaten was: Shelled corn, 
5.66 pounds; meat meal or tankage, .41 of a pound; 
rock salt, .001 of a pound, or an average daily feed 
of 6.072 pounds daily per pig. These pigs ate ap- 
proximately 400 pounds of feed for every 100 pounds 
of live weight, and for 100 pounds of gain they re- 
quired 376.1 pounds of shelled corn plus 26.9 pounds 
of meat meal or tankage, plus practically .1 of a 
pound of salt. Figuring the corn at $1.40 per bushel, 
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these pigs ate, for each 100 bouhde“or gain, $9.40 
worth of corn grain; they also ate $1.34 worth of 
meat meal or tankage, charging this at $100 per 
ton, or 5 cents per pound. The quantity of rock salt 
is so small as to be hardly chargeable. The total 
cost of 100 pounds of gain, therefore, in so far as 
the feed was concerned, was $10.74. If 80 per cent 
of the cost of the pig is for feed, the total cost, 
therefore, per 100 pounds of gain from weaning 
time on, would have to be figured on the basis of 
adding one-fourth, or $2.68, to the $10.74, making a 
total of $13.42. To put practically 200 pounds of 
gain, therefore, on a 50-pound weanling pig, would 
cost approximately $27. Adding this to the cost of 
a 50-pound pig, which would probably run around 
$7.50 or $8 under present conditions, would make a 
total cost on this fall pig of approximately $35. Of 
course these figures are somewhat rough approxi- 
mates, but are given to present a general idea of the 
situation, and to emphasize that fall pigs rightly 
handled do not have an excessive production cost 
charged up against them. The real facts of the case 
are that if the fall pigs go along nicely and are 
handled properly, they will cost but very little more 
than spring pigs, but the 
difficulty is that small 
mistakes assume a much 
more serious character 
in the production of fall 
pigs as contrasted with 
the feeding and manage- 
ment of spring pigs. 

Now another group of 
pigs were fed at the 
same time as those de- 


| 


scribed, which on May 
16th made 255 pounds. 


They were handled in the 
same way, with the ex- 
ception that from 3 to 10 
pounds of buttermilk was 
fed per pig daily, or prac- 
tically 7% pounds per 
pig, during the 123 days 
of winter feeding. These 
pigs out-gained the ones 
receiving simply corn, 
tankage or meat meal 
and salt, and instead of 
weighing 255 pounds on 
May 16th, they weighed 
277 pounds, or 22 pounds 
more. They made an av- 
erage daily gain of 1.71 
pounds. This buttermilk 
feeding resulted in mak- 
ing practically a 9 per 
cent heavier pig at mar- 
keting time, or, stated differently, resulted in in- 
creasing the gains in a 1238-day period practically 
11 per cent. When the corn, tankage and salt pigs 
were gaining 100 pounds, those receiving 7% pounds 
of buttermilk in addition were gaining 110 to 111 
pounds, or 10 to 11 pounds more. 

When it is realized that skim-milk is equally as 
valuable as buttermilk, pound for pound, being ex- 
actly the same general composition, those who have 
skim-milk therefore have some advantage over the 
folks who depend simply upon corn and tankage. 
The pigs received for each 100 pounds of gain 323 
pounds of corn, 12 pounds of meat meal or tankage, 
439 pounds of milk, and less than .1 of a pound of 
salt. As compared with the group receiving no 
buttermilk, it is found that the 429 pounds of butter- 
milk required for each 100 pounds of gain, in addi- 
tion to the corn and meat meal or tankage, replaced 
53 pounds of corn and 15 pounds of meat meal or 
tankage; or, figuring on a simpler basis, 100 pounds 
of buttermilk saved or replaced practically 12 
pounds of corn plus 3% pounds of meat meal or 
tankage. Counting the corn at $1.40 per bushel and 
the meat meal or tankage at $100 per ton, there 
was saved by each 100 pounds of buttermilk 30 
cents’ worth of corn plus 17% cents’ worth of meat 
meal or tankage, or a total of 47% cents’ worth of 
corn and meat meal or tankage. The high replace- 
ment value of skim-milk or buttermilk is herein 
emphasized. In addition, there is the added value 
of having better looking pigs and heavier pigs at 
marketing time.

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Planning for Next Year 


WAYNE county, lowa, subscriber writes: 

“Will you please give us some suggestions as 
to the farmer in the next draft, so we will know 
how to plan for next year? It i§ hard to decide 
whether to go ahead, sow fall wheat, keep up our 
regular amount of live stock, and make the usual 
plans for next year, or what to do.” 

We are afraid we can not give any information 
that will be of much help in enabling any individual 
farmer to determine whether he will be drawn into 
the crmy or remain on the farm. It has been an- 
nounced that the first call of men in the new draft 
will be the ‘boys cf nineteen and twenty and the 
men of thirty-two to thirty-six, inclusive. We sus- 
pect that men will be called just about as they were 
called in the preceding draft, altho it may be that 
more attention will be given to occupation, simply 
because agriculture and the industries must be 
mainiained. We have noted elsewhere the appoint- 
ment of an advisory board to consult with each of 
the district exemption boards, and it is expected 
that agriculture will be represented on this com- 
mittee. The uncertainty of the farmer is shared by 
the business man of draft age. Few are so situated 
as to know definitely whether they will be called 
or not. It is an unsatisfactory situation, but it can 
not he helped, and we must keep cheerful and make 
the best of it. 

There are two or three things which are perfect- 
ly cl_ar, to win the war, which, of course, we are 
going to do: (1) There must be several million 
fighiing men on the battle front. (2) An abun- 
dance cf food must be produced to feed both the 
fighting men and our Allies and the people at home. 
(3) Essential industries must be maintained. 

Whatever happens, we must produce an abun- 
dance of food; and the only thing for every farmer 
to do is to go right ahead and make his plans with 
that in view. So far as sowing fall wheat is con- 
cerned, there should be no hesitation at all. If the 
man who sows it is not here to harvest it next year, 
fhe can rest assured that it will be harvested, and 
that his labor of sowing will not have been in vain. 
Before spring comes, most farmers will be able to 
know with reasonable certainty whether they will 
be celled during the crop season, and they can make 
their plans accordingly. 

In the meantime, just as soon as the rush of fall 
work is out of the way, the farmers of every com- 
muntiy should get together and consider the labor 
problem for next spring. It may be necessary in 
some communities to in a way pool both labor and 
machinery. For example, plans should be made so 
that the tractor and other heavy machinery which 
has been used exclusively by some farmer in the 
community can be made to do duty for the entire 
comniunity. A survey should be made of the total 
amount of cultivated land in the community, and 
of the labor which can be counted on with reason- 
able certainty. The work next year should then be 
planned to use both the labor and the machinery 
to the very best possible advantage, and maintain 
the greatest amount of land under the plow. 

Forward! should be the watchword of the corn 
belt farmer. The way may be rough; so is the way 
of the boys at the front. There will be troubles and 
perplexities a-plenty, but they are to be surmounted 
—not brooded over. Worry poisons the body and 
mind and makes work doubly hard. We have work 
that must be dore and done well. The world is 
loskirg to the corn belt for food. Forward, then, 
with clear minds and cheerful spirit, and make 
every edge cut. 





Circulation Reforms 


VIDENTLY one good thing is going to come out 
of the war as it affects newspapers and maga- 
zines. For several years past there has been a 
steady increase in the cost of print paper, and we 
are now confronted with a decrease in production, 
which makes it necessary to economize in its use. 
The War Industries Board recently adopted rules 
and regulations to be followed by the daily papers 
of the country, requiring them to reduce the amount 
of paper used by reducing the size of the paper and 
by discontinuing a lot of the practices developed 
by the desire to force circulation. The board has 
also issued a number of rules and regulations to 
cover country weeklies and agricultural papers. 

Among the reforms which the board requires 
publishers to inaugurate is to discontinue the prac- 
tice of continuing to send a publication after the 
time has expired. As applied to country weeklies, 
they must drop all subscriptions within three 
months after the date of expiration, and after 
January 2, 1919, this rule will apply also to agri- 
cultural papers. They are forbidden to give free 
copies except for actual service which has been 
rendered. They must not print extra copies for the 
purpose of stimulating advertising or subscriptions. 
They are also forbidden to sell their publications 
at an exceedingly low or a merely nominal price, 
and to offer premiums, unless a price is put on the 
premium for sale separately, and the combined 
price for the paper and premium is at least 75 per 
cent of the sum of the individual prices. They are 
also forbidden to conduct voting or other contests 
for the purpose of obtaining subscriptions, and 
there are certain restrictions as to the size of the 
paper. 

These rules, if enforced, as no doubt they will 
be, will go a long ways toward eliminating some of 
the bad practices which have been followed by many 
publishers in the past, especially the practice of 
sending the paper after the subscription has ex- 
pired, and of sending the paper to people who have 
not ordered it. 

For many years there has been bitter complaint 
against publishers of all sorts of papers, who are 
forcing their papers onto people who have not or- 
dered them. This can not legally be done in the 
future; and if any of our readers receive papers 
which they did not order, or which are being sent 
for any length of time after the subscription has 
expired, they should report them promptly to the 
Third Assistant Postmaster General, at Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Br 2-4 
Classifying Agriculture 

T is announced from Washington that the Secre- 
tary of War, General Crowder, the War Policies 
toard, the Secretary of Agriculture, and the Secre- 
tary of Labor have agreed upon a plan to put into 
deferred classes under the new draft such persons 
as are necessary in agriculture, industry and other 
occupations. The plan contemplates that each dis- 
trict draft board will have associated with it an ad- 
visory board of three men, representing agriculture, 
industry and other occupations, and that these men 
will assist the board in passing upon deferred 
classification matters. The agricultural advisors 
will be named by the Secretary of Agriculture, and 
the Department has already begun to gather infor- 
mation from the various county agricultural agents 
of the country concerning the farm labor needs in 

their respective counties. 

This is a very sensible proceeding, and if carried 
out in the right way should help toclieck the con- 
tinual draft upon skilled farm labor. Farmers should 
see to it that the agricultural representative on the 
advisory board connected with each of these district 
draft boards is in fact a representative of agricul- 
ture. That is, that he is a man who has a thoroly 
practical understanding of what is required to make 
skilled agricultural labor.

Condition of Crops 


{ ion government crop report for September shows 
a very heavy falling off in the probable yield 
of corn. The report for August 1st indicated a total 


yield in the country of 2,989,000,000 bushels. The 


Wallaces’ Farmer estimate for the same time, as 
indicated in our issue of August 9th, was 2,850,000,- 
000 bushels; and in our issue of August 23d we 
made a revised estimate, as of date of August 17th, 
indicating a total yield of 2,735,200,000 bushels. 
We suspect that the government estimate of Sep- 
tember 1st is not very far out of the way. 

The estimate for Iowa is slightly above 400,- 
000,000 bushels, which is somewhat below the yield 
of last year, according to the government report. 
The government report of last year, however, was 
very much above the actual yield of sound corn, 
and there seems every probability that Iowa’s corn 
crop this year will, in feeding value, be considerably 
better than the yield of last year. The southwestern 





quarter of the state has been ‘seriously damaged, 
but the northern half of the state has benefited py 
the weather conditions which damaged the southorp 
half. 

The oats crop is about the same as last year, op 
perhaps slightly better, both in Iowa and in the 
entire country. The hay crop is short, due to the 
dry spring. It will pay to cut up all the corn that 
there seems to be a prospect of needing for fodder, 
and those who have silos especially should cut ang 
shock enough corn to refill them along in February, 
and thus be fortified against a shortage of feed ip 
the spring and summer.

Prohibition in Sight 


HREE weeks ago,’ the United States senate voted 

favorably on the agricultural appropriation bill, 
which carried as an amendment a provision for na- 
tional prohibition after July 1, 1919. The vote was 
decisive in favor of prohibition, forty-five to six, 
The bill now goes to the house of representatives, 
where it is believed it will be acted upon promptly 
and favorably. Prohibition sentiment in the house 
has been strong. 

On the same day that the senate took this ac 
tion, announcement was made by the Food Admin- 
istration that the manufacture of beer in the Uni- 
ted States would be prohibited after December 1, 
1918. This announcement followed a conference be- 
tween President Wilson and representatives of the 
Food, Fuel and Railroad administrations and the 
War Industries Board. The reasons given were the 
shortage of fuel, the congestion of transportation, 
the shortage of labor, and the need for conserving 
food. This action by the Food Administration ig 
most satisfactory, and the changed attitude of 
President Wilson and Mr. Hoover is to be highly 
commended. 

It is a fine thing that the United States is final- 
ly going onto a prohibition basis. There is nothing 
at all that can be said in favor of the use of liquor, 
It is wholly destructive. If there had been no liquor 
used in Germany, there is a question whether there 
would have been any such war as we have had for 
four years. 

Drink muddles men’s brains, paralyzes their 
nerve centers, deadens their moral sensibilities, 
steals their strength, lessens their efficiency, is re- 
sponsible for most of the crimes committed and for 
the larger part of the poverty and misery in this 
world. 

While the law just passed by the senate con- 
templates prohibition only during the period of the 
war, it is inconceivable that the sound common 
sense of the American people will ever permit this 
terrible monster to fasten itself on us again.

Shirkers in Town 


N Iowa subscriber, who resides near a town of 
about five hundred inhabitants, says there are 

two young men of draft age in that town who are 
supposed to be conducting restaurants, but their 
wives are doing the work. Another is conducting a 
retail meat market, the work consisting simply of 
cutting up the meat—work that a woman could do 


as well as a man. Another is conducting a garage, - 


of which there are two in the town and another 
only three miles away. Another is working in 4 
bank, doing the sort of work that his wife could do 
just as well as not. There are a number of others 
who are working only part of the time. Our corre- 
spondent asks whether something can not be done 
to put these men either in ‘the army or in occupations 
in which men are more urgently needed at the pres- 
ent time. 

We have no doubt that the situation described 
in this particular small town is fairly typical, and 
exists in most of the small towns of the state, and in 
other states as well. It is a matter which ought to 
be handled by the local exemption boards, and we 
suspect that the development of wholesome public 
sentiment among the farmers of the community 
might have a good influence on such boards.

Food in Scandinavia 


PEOPLE in this country who are complaining of 
high prices of foodstuffs should feel thankful 
that they do not live in Sweden. Cheese there 18 
reported to be selling at $1.80 a pound, fish at 8 
cents a pound, butter at $4 a pound when it can be 
obtained. Two thousand dollars was recently pa 
for a team of oxen. Sucking pigs sell at $25 to $50 
each; rabbits, hares, ducks, etc., at $4 to $8 each, 
whiie eggs easily bring 10 cents apiece. The people 
of Sweden, Norway and Denmark are suffering al- 
most as if they were in the war, so far as food con- 
ditions and their industries are concerned. In addi- 
tion to the shortage of food, there is a terrible 
shortage of fuel. Coal and wood fetch prohibitive 
prices, and only those who are very well-to-do cal 
maintain even a few rooms in comfort. 
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The Farmer and Our Foreign 
Relations 


N recent issues we have urged farmers to take 
| note of the various international happenings that 
are likely to affect his interests when the war is 
won. That politicians are already considering such 
matters is indicated by an interview with Senator 
J. Ham. Lewis, of Illinois, given in Paris a couple 
of weeks since, and cabled to a New York daily. 
Senator Lewis is a shrewd politician, and what he 
has said in this interview is what some other poli- 
ticians are thinking, tho they may not have said it. 


Senator Lewis thinks our foreign policy will be 
the biggest issue of the 1920 presidential campaign, 
altho there will be two big domestic issues, first, 
whether the amount of government insurance shall 


be continued, and, second, the matter of government 
contro! or ownership of railroads amd other public 
utilities. As for the old-time political issues, he 
thinks they. have gone into the discard; that the 
tariff is no longer a party issue, but a matter of in- 
ternational bookkeeping; that a new party align- 
ment will be based chiefly on our foreign policy. 
He says there will be a group in the south and a 
group in New England that will favor strong per- 
manent foreign alliances, but that in the west the 
tendency will be the other way. 

He thinks, further, that the farmer will demand 
that in the future his voice be more potent. We 
quote: 

“We are going to hear from the farmers as 
never before. They will tell us that their profits 
have been limited and their business regulated 
during the war, while others have been getting rich 
because of the war, without restraint. This protest 
of the farmer will be a big factor two years hence. 
They will create an issue by demanding government 
warehouses thru which they may reach the con- 
sumer without the long string of profit-taking in- 
termediaries that now exist. The parties will have 
to declare themselves as to the farmers as well as 
on the question of continuing an insurance system 
for workers and the questions of-government owner- 
ship and prohibition.” 

We-hope that Senator Lewis is right in his notion 
that the farmers will demand a more respectful 
hearing from the two great political parties; but if 
they do, they will go a great deal farther than he 
indicates. They will, of course, try to improve the 
system of marketing their products, so that unnec- 
essary middlemen be eliminated. But this, after all, 
is a minor issue. The thing that the farmer will 
most want to know is whether our ships are going 
to be either owned by the government or subsi- 
dized and used to haul to our eastern seaboard the 
cheap agricultural products of Australia and South 
America. They will want to know whether the gov- 
ernment organization is going to be used to build 
up the financial and manufacturing interests at the 
expense of the agricultural interests. These are 
questions that should overshadow all other political 
questions in the farmer’s mind. 


So. &.: & 
Making Farm Hands 


4 the September number of the Review of Re- 
views, there appears an article by Carl Vroo- 
man, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, which will 
be read by farmers with astonishment and dismay. 
It is under the heading, “Fabricating Farmers,” in 
other words, making farm hands. Mr. Vrooman 
Says the solution of the farm help problem will be 
found in the labor of city boys. He says: 

“Ten days of hard, consistent work, just as hard 
and just as conscientious as the soldier would be 
required to do in the training camp, will convert the 
tity boy of no previous farm training into a farm 
hand who can do fair work for a fair wage at ordi- 
nary farm tasks.” 

He then goes on to speak of the special training 
courses which have been held this year at various 
agricultural colleges, and in a few cities, and says: 

“One of the high schools in Chicago trained a 
large number of boys for ten days, in a livery stable 
inthe heart of the city. The livery stable horses 
Were used. A few cows were borrowed from a dairy. 
These boys, who had never worked outside of the 
City, after their ten days’ training were put to work 
on farms in northern Illinois and adjacent portions 
of Indiana and Michigan, and have made good farm 
hands.” 

This is a most astonishing statement. Read it 
again. Note that none of these boys had ever 
Worked outside of the city a day in their lives. Note 
that their training consisted entirely of ten days in 
4 livery stable in the heart of Chicago; and note the 
Concluding statement that they “have mtade good 
farm hands.” 

If Mr. Vrooman had said that at the conclusion 
of their ten days’ training, these Chicago boys had 
learned how to curry horses, how to harness them, 

°w to hitch them to a wagon, how to drive fairly 
Well, how to unhitch them, and how to feed and 
Water them, no doubt he would have been well 








within the facts. If he had said that during this ten- 
day period they had learned, not how to milk, but 
how to begin to learn to milk, nobody would have 
found fault with that. But to say that these boys, 
with that amount of training, have made good farm 
hands, as that term is understood by the farmer, is 
to say something which can not possibly be true. 

What is required to be a good farm hand? He 
must know how to take care of a team, how.to feed 
it, curry it, harness it, and drive it. He must know 
the different implements on the farm, and their use 
—the plow, the harrow, the disk, the cultivator, the 
seeder, the mower, the binder, the hay loader. He 
must know how to run these different machines; 
how to cultivate corn; how to pitch hay; how to 
feed, not only horses, but cows anl calves and hogs. 
He must know something more than merely how 
to drive a team. He must be able to tell when that 
team is working comfortably and when it is not. He 
must have “horse sense” in watering it and in work- 
ing it during the heat of the day. He must know 
when the harness fits. He must know a thousand 
and one other things which it would be utterly im- 
possible for him to learn in ten days—or ten years— 
in a livery stable in the heart of a city. 

The city boy who is willing to work has the 
making of a good farm hand after he has worked 
on the farm for a year; but he is not a good farm 
hand to start with. Speaking of this, one of our 
readers not long since said that he got from a local 
college a boy of nineteen years of age to work thru 
the summer. He said he was a splendid boy, who 
was anxious to make good. He put him at work 
with a team of 1,400-pound draft mares one day in 
July, and the boy practically ruined both of these 
mares before noon. He simply did not know how 
to handle them on a hot day. He meant all right 
but the team of mares was practically ruined. Other 
farmers who have taken inexperienced boys have 
had similar experiences during the past year. It is 
not the fault of the boys at all. They did the very 
best they knew. They simply did not know. 

The discouraging thing about Mr. Vrooman’s 
article is that he is our Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and people would naturally conclude that 
he knows what he is talking about. After reading 
his article, the people in Washington and in the 
cities of the country generally, will be inclined to 
say: Well, there’s nothing to this talk about the 
shortage of farm labor. If good farm hands can be 
made by giving city boys a ten days’ training in 
a Chicago livery stable, there is no reason at all 
why the farmer should not keep his production up 
to the top notch. There is no reason why most of 
the farmers should not go into the army and into 
the various industries where men ‘of physical 
strength are needed, and let the boys from the cities 
go out and run the farms. 

If it were not for the real harm it will do, farm- 
ers who read Mr. Vrooman’s article would just 
laugh and let it go at that; but in view of his posi- 
tion in the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, and the consequent reliance that city people 
will put on his statements, farmers may well be 
really concerned.

Of Interest to Stock Feeders 


[* our issue of September 6th, under the above 
heading, reference was made to a rule issued 
by the Food Administration with regard to the pur- 
chase of feed. Last week we received a letter from 
the Food Administration, authorizing us to say to 
the readers of Wallaces’ Farmer that it has no de- 
sire or intention of interfering with or in any way 
limiting the operation of feeders. We quote: 

“The bona fide feeders may buy their feed in the 
fall and store it until needed, without violating the 
spirit of food control regulations. We recognize 
that coarse grains, such as corn and oats, should 
be kept in the locality where grown, and feeders 
may secure such grains locally, as from neighbors, 
to the extent of at least a feeding season’s supply. 
The patriotic farmer and feeder who conducts his 
operations as in pre-war years need have no appre- 
hension of interference or penalty from the Food 
Administration.” 

This is reassuring, and our advice to stock feed- 
ers is to go right ahead and accumulate such a 
supply of grain as they estimate they will need to 
carry them thru the feeding season of this winter 
and next spring and summer. If any difficulty 
should arise with respect to this, Wallaces’ Farmer 
may be called upon for such advice or assistance as 
we may be able to give.

Save Vegetable Seeds 


T is not a great deal of trouble to save seed of 

most of the common vegetables, and the farmers 

of the corn belt would do well to do this. Vegetable 

seeds were not over-plentiful last spring, and the 

supply is likely to decrease right along as the war 
continues. 





Sorghum for Hay 


Cari concerning the sorghum which is growing 
now and will be cut for hay: Don’t be in a 
hurry. Wait until about the time of the first frost. 
If cut too soon, and while the weather is still warm, 
the sorghum will sour. West of the Missouri river, 
and in the very dry sections, it may be cut earlier 
than we have indicated, depending upon its condi- 
tion. East of the Missouri river, the best plan is 
to let it stand until the first frost. Then, without 
much curing in the swath, put it in large cocks. 
Here it will keep withont trouble, and after cold 
weather comes it can be stacked, if desired. 

Second, with regard to next year: Hay is very 
high-priced, and evidently will be for another year. 
Many meadows were winter killed last winter, and 
have been plowed up. Much of the new seeding of 
last spring has been killed by the dry weather. 
Sorghum makes fine hay for all kinds of live stock. 
It will yield four to eight tons to the acre, and is 
easy to handle. The difficulty will be in getting 
good seed. For two years past, the demand has ex- 
ceeded the supply, and no doubt this will be ‘true 
next spring. Also, a large percentage of the sor- 
ghum seed as ordinarily bought will not grow. The 
germinating quality has been damaged because it 
did not have the proper care. Therefore, it will be 
the wise thing for the farmers of every community 
to save their own seed if it can be had. 

Before cutting the sorghum, take off what seed 
is needed. Considerably more of it has been grown 
for molasses this year than for many years past. 
These fields offer the best place to get seed. Don’t 
pile it up. Hang it where it will dry out thoroly, 
and then keep it dry. Treat it much as you treat 
your seed corn. If this is done, the seed situation 
will be.relieved next spring. Save enough seed so ~ 
that you can sow about 100 pounds to the acre. 
This is heavier seeding than is necessary, when the 
seed is first-class; but it is just as well to be on the 
safe side. Any surplus seed will find a ready mar- 
ket at a good price.

Boys in School 


NE of our subscribers writes: 

“We would like to ask your opinion about 
plans for our boy. We are farmers, living three 
miles from a good high school. Our boy is seven- 
teen years old, and has finished the eighth grade. 
It may be necessary for him to miss some school 
this fall because of the farm work. He does not care 
much for the regular school work, but wants to 
take up some mechanical course. This would have 
to be taken away from home, He has always been 
handy around machinery, and has run a tractor. 
We would like to have him take the ninth grade 
work, but on account of his nearing draft age, we 
are not sure whether it would be best for him. 
What studies in high school would be of use to him 
in mechanical work, and what studies must he have 
before taking up a mechanical course? No doubt 
there are other parents, and boys with the same 
problem.” 

In our opinion, the thing for this boy—and all 
other boys similarly situated—to do, is to go right 
ahead with the regular school work. It is a mistake 
to undertake technical work without a solid founda- 
tion, such as is furnished in the high school. The 
boy who has a taste for mechanics could drop out 
of school at the age of seventern, without high 
school training, and become a fairly good ordinary 
mechanic in a shop or factory, but he would not 
have much of an opportunity to advance. He would 
lack the foundation knowledge. Every boy should 
stick to his public school work as long as he can, 
and if his ambition is in the direction of mechanics, 
he should get all the mathematies he can and do 
very thoroly all the work he does in that line. 
Boys are too anxious to get into practical work 
before laying the necessary foundation, and thus 
handicap themselves thruout life. Every boy should 
make up his mind to be a top-notcher in his field, 
and should get the schooling he must have to 
achieve this ambition.

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Hog Receipts and Prices 
Receipts continued to remain some- 
what below normal at Chicago, and the 
average price was slightly higher than 
the preceding week.

Punishing Food Violators 


The Food Administration has an- 
nounced that it has disciplined a num- 
ber of merchants and food and feed 
dealers, etc., for violation of the ad- 
ministcation’s regulations. In some 
cases the violators have been fined, 
and in a few cases they have been de- 
prived of their licenses and their busi- 
ness closed up for the duration of the 
war. One of the most severe penal- 
ties was imposed upon a New York 
concern which was given the option of 
making a donation of $25,000 to the 
Red Cross or going out of business. 
This was a large wholesale and job- 
bing concern in wheat and rye flour, 
and was found guilty of selling sub- 
stitutes at excessive profits, and mak- 
ing sales of flour without substitutes. 
Another New York concern was com- 
pelled to donate $10,000 to the Red 
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Cross for charging an undue profit in 
handling flour, and for violating the 
substitute rules. 





Government Refrigerating Plants 


It is announced that the War De- 
partment proposes to erect in Chicago, 
near the stock yards, the largest re- 
frigerating plant in the world. This 
will be used in taking care of the enor- 
mous supplies of beef needed for our 
army and for shipment to the Allies. 
The construction plans contemplate 
five different plant units. Each will 
have the capacity to freeze from 3,000 
to 4,000 tons of beef. When these 
plants are completed, it will enable the 
government to take care of the surplus 
cattle shipments promptly, and this 
should help to stabilize the market. 

The government already has refrig- 
erating plants in France with a capac- 
ity of 5,000 tons daily. These plants 
are now being enlarged to about twice 
their present capacity, and they will 
be able to handle not less than 20,- 
000,000 pounds of frozen beef. More 
than 400 refrigerator cars have been 
sent to France, and the meat is being 
carried overeas in refrigerator ships. 





Marketing of Wheat 


The United States Food Adminis- 
tration announces that it is now col- 
lecting information by which to arrive 
at a fair margin for the country ele- 
vator, dealer or operator. In a recent 
statement issued by the Food Adminis- 
tration it is indicated that in its opin- 
ion five cents per bushel for handling 
the wheat is a sufficient charge in 
large producing areas where the vol- 
ume of business is considerable, and 
where the expense Of operating is low. 
In other districts, where handling fa- 
cilities, are not modern, and where 
there is a small volume of business, 
the administration thinks that perhaps 
eight cents is not too much. The pur- 
pose, however, is to make local inves- 
tigations wherever necessary to get at 
a fair charge. 

Farmers who are able to get cars 
can ship direct to the Grain Corpora- 
tion at the nearest primary market; 
and this is the best thing for them to 
do, because they will thus avoid paying 
local eleVator charges. Where cars 
can not be obtained, the Food Admin- 
istration suggests that the farmer store 
his wheat until he is offered an accept- 
able price by his local operator. Such 
a price can be ascertained from the 
state food administrator, and the Food 
Administration says that farmers who 
hold for such a price, or until they 
can secure a car in which to ship di- 


rect, will not be considered unpa- 
triotic.

Breaking Sod 


A Kansas subscriber writes: 
“Will you please give me information 
on the subject of breaking sod in the 
fall, for early spring sowing of cane? 
Vould it be better to wait until

kind of sod ‘he has in mind. If tame 
grass sod, we would aim to plow it just 
as late as possible this fall, before the 
ground freezes up. The freezing and 
thawing of winter will do a great deal 
toward breaking down the sod and 
making it easy to work up a good seed 
bed next spring—and can should have 
good seed bed. 


Oyster Shell Scale 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“TI am sending you a piece of bark 
which I cut from one of my apple 
trees. I am satisfied it is a disease, 
for the trees look sick and are dying. 
Please tell me what to do for them.” 

The oyster shel scale is one of the 
most common and most widespread 
scale insects in America. There are 
many host plants to this scale, which 
attacks the apple, plum, pear, willow 
and other trees. The lower limbs of 
trees often are killed, especially in 
overcrowded and neglected orchards. 
Thoro applications of lime-sulphur will 
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hold the oyster shell scale in control. 
This solution loosens the scales from 
the bark, so that the eggs blow away, 
to fall prey to their natural enemies, 
such as lady beetles and birds. Spray- 
ing with Hme-sulphur should be done 
in late autumn after the leaves fall, 
and again in the early spring, before 
growth starts. Effective work against 
the scale can also be done early in 
June, when the young hatch, or short- 
ly after they have begun to secrete the 
seale, by spraying with a soap solution 
and Black Leaf 40. 





Lime Problem 


An Indiana correspondent writes: 

“Most of our land is a cold, wet 
clay, which is acid and needs drain- 
ing. Would it pay to spread ground 
limestone on this land? Limestone 
costs, delivered near the farm, $1.50 
per ton.” 

In the case of most corn belt soils, 
the returns from limestone are slow 
and do not amount to much except 
with such crops as clover and alfalfa. 
In some of the eastern states they 
have secured considerable increases 
in the yields of corn and oats, but 
over the greater part of the corn belt 
corn and oats are not much affected 
by lime except as they are indirectly 
affected by the increased yields of clo- 
ver or alfalfa. The man who owns 
acid soil and expects to continue own 
ing it for some years can well afford 
to apply limestone at $1.50 per ton, but 
the man who rents such land or ex- 
pects to sell in the near future would 
probably not be justified in buying 
limestone. 





Ergot in Grain 
An Illinois correspondent writes: 


“T would like you to tell me what 
this is I am sending you, and what 
causes it. What effect has it on wheat, 
and is there any way to get rid of it?” 

While ergot is quite common in rye 
and other grasses, it is not of serious 
importance as far as the host plant 
itself is concerned. It can be con- 
trolled by planting uninfested seed. If 
ergot grains be eaten by stock, serious 
results may follow, as no great amount 
of ergot is required to produce dan- 
gerous poisoning such as uterine con- 
traction and paralysis. When ergot 
appears in abundance on grasses in 
the pasture, stock should be kept out 
of the field until the ergot falls, or the 
grass may be cut with a mower low 
enough to catch the affected heads in 
which the ergot appears. This dis- 
eased hay should be raked up and 
burned. Milk cows, mares and other 
stock which eat ergot usually abort if 
they are in calf or foal. In quantities, 
ergot causes contraction of the blood 
vessels, and may cause the extremities 
to drop off. 





Sweet Clover as Green Manure 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T have forty acres of sweet clover 
sowed with wheat last spring. It will 
be two or three feet high by frost. I 
will plow this under in the fall. When 
is the best time to plow it under? I 
will put the field in corn next year.” 

Fall is a good time for plowing under 
sweet clover, as it gives the soil a 
chance to settle before spring. Sweet 
clover is one of the best of the green 
manure crops for building up a soil 
rapidly. Its rank growth provides a 


great amount of humus, aid it is a 
deep-rooted plant, bringing up much 


plant food from the subsoil, and mak- 
ing it available for shallower rooted 
plants. The large roots decay quickly, 
opening up the soil. 


Seeding Alsike 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“We are sowing twenty acres of fall 
wheat, and want to seed it to alsike 
clover. How much seed should we sow 
to the acre? Is it all right to sow the 
alsike when we drill in the wheat, or is 
it ‘better to sow it in the spring? 
Should we mix timothy with it for hay 
for horses and cattle?” 

We would not sow alsike alone ex- 
cept where the main purpose is to 
raise a seed crop. It is always best to 
sow timothy with it. The timothy 
holds up the alsike, and the mixture 
makes about the finest hay that can 
be grown in Iowa on low land. 

We would not sow the grasses this 








fall, but would wait until spring, and 
sow on the wheat just as early as the 
ground will harrow well, sowing the 
seed and then covering with the har. 
row. The harrowing will help the 
wheat as well as cover the grass seaq 
The rate of seeding should be aboyt 
four pounds of alsike and eight pounds 
of timothy to the acre. 


Live Stock for Seven Months 


From the statistics given out by the 
United States Bureau of Markets, we 





‘make the following summary of the 


receipts and shipments of cattle, hogs 
and sheep at the various markets of 
the country for the first seven months 
of 1918 and the corresponding periog 
ih 1917: 

Total receipts of cattle at the sixty 
principal markets of the country for 
the first seven months in 1918 wera 
12,742,824, for the corresponding period 


in 1917, 11,362,132. Hogs, in 1918 
26,440,658; in 1917, 24,203,993. Sheep, 
in 1918, 8,968,100; 1917, 8,934,347, 


Mutes and horses, at forty-nine mar- 
kets, 1918, 577,153; 1917, 644,600. 

The shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle from the principal markets dur- 
ing the same period in 1918 were 
3,037,597; in 1917, 1,659,189. Hogs, in 
1918, 235,488; 1917, 174,655. Sheep, in 
1918, 1,116,447; 1917, 828,091. 

It is interesting to note that the 
shipments from the principal western 
markets, such as Denver, Kansas City 
and Omaha, were just about the same 
in 1918 as in 1917, while at Chicago 
there was an increase of about 50 per 
cent in the number of feeding cattle 
shipped out. 





FULL FEEDING THE FALL 
PIGS

milk or buttermilk is of special value 
early in the feeding period, when the 
pigs are young and tender, and when 
they are in great need of the kind of 
constituents that milk carries. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that another group was fed along- 
side of these two described, but with 
this difference: They received only 
one pound of buttermilk per head 
daily. They out-gained the group that 
received no buttermilk, but did not put 
on flesh quite as rapidly as those that 
received seven and one-half times as 
much buttermilk. On May 16th they 
weighed 265 pounds, as contrasted with 
255 pounds per hog where no butter- 
milk was fed and 277 pounds where 
7% pounds of buttermilk was fed per 
dead daily.. The feed requirement for 
100 pounds of gain was as follows: 
Shelled corn, 368 pounds; meat meal or 
tankage, 22 pounds; buttermilk, 62 
pounds. The 62 pounds of buttermilk 
saved, therefore, as compared to the 
grdup receiving just corn, meat meal 
or tankage and salt, without any milk 
whatsoever, 8 pounds of corn and 5 
pounds of ‘tankage. One _ hundred 
pounds of buttermilk, on this samé 
basis, replaced approximately 18 
pounds of corn plus 8 pounds of meat 
meal or tankage. At the prices given 
above, the 13 pounds of corn would be 
worth 32% cents, the 8 pounds of tank- 
age 40 cents, making a total of 72% 
cents for the 100 pounds of buttermilk. 
It can readily be seen, therefore, that 
where a limited quantity of buttermilk 
was allowed, it had a higher reiative 
value as judged from its grain replace- 
ment ability than where a larger quan- 
tity was fed, approximating 744 pounds 
per pig daily; or where one pound was 
fed per pig daily, it replaced corn and 
meat meal or tankage at the rate of 
72% cents’ worth for every 100 pounds 
of buttermilk allowed, but where 7 
pounds were allowed daily, this re- 
placement value decreased 47% cents, 
or 25 cents less on the 100 pounds. The 
practical lesson to draw from these 
figures is that it is well, if one has & 
limited supply of skim-milk or putter- 
milk, to distribute it among @ wi 
number of pigs, rather than to fee 
to any particular few, unless, of course, 
those particular few are of the “ho 
pital” variety.

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Lubricating a Windmill 
An ltowa correspondent writes: 
“Will you please tell me how to lu- 
‘bricate a windmill without having to 
climb up in it so often? This is espe- 
¢<fally important for us, as we have to 
hire someone to oi] our windmill.” 
There are several plans by which it 
might be paesible to secure continuons 
oiling of windmill bearings, depend- 


img on the type of bearing and what | 


could be worked out in the way of in- 
stallation. 

Prebably the simplest plan, and one 
which is very effective, is what is 


known as the self-lubricating bearing. | 


Im this the inner surface of the bear- 
ings bave deep grooves cut lengthwise 
and into these a graphite and oil com- 
pound is forced under heavy pressure, 


this paste catching practically all the 
wear. These bearings have been known 


to wear for years with no other lubri- 
cation or attention whatever. Many 
windmill manufacturers are putting on 
these bearings as regular equipment, 
and in some cases they are furnishing 
them 2s repairs for old mills. 

Another common method on new 
wnilis is lubricating by means of an oil 
bath. The bearing runs in an oil bath 
that may contain a gallon or so of oil, 
and will last for several months. The 
oi] must, of course, be protected from 
leakage and from rain and snow biow- 
ing in. If one is ingenious or can get 
hold of a good mechanic, it may be 
possible to clamp a galvanized tron 
container around the bearings, pre- 
venting leakage by means of felt or 
rubber or leather washers or packing, 
or perhaps by using putty in certain 
cases. Sometimes a leather casing can 
be put around the bearing, and heavy 
ofl or thin grease be used. 

Sometimes it is possible to use an oil 
wick. This consists of a lampwick or 
a piece of loose cotton rope, one end of 
which dips into a bucket or pail of oil 
and the other end sticks into the oil 
hole and touches the shaft. The capil- 
Jary attraction draws the oil along the 
wick very much as a towel will all 
wet wet if one end is dipped into water. 
In this case, since only a small amount 
of the bearing is actually touched, the 
pail of oil should bea little higher than 
the bearing, so that the oil will tend 
to flow down the wick into the bearing. 

Perhaps a chain oiling device might 
Ibe used. This is the system used on 
most electric motors and generators, 
and consists of a small chain which 
passes over the shaft to be oiled and 
dips below into a reservoir of oil. As 
the shaft turns, the chain slowly re- 
volves, bringing fresh oil up on top of 
the shaft, and giving good lubrication. 
To use this, however, the top and side 
«of the bearing will have to be notched 
60 that the shaft will be exposed. In 
this case a chain could hardly be used, 
but a round wire hoop or a piece of 
clothes line might work all right. 

Still another possibility is to hang 
a large bucket of oil above the bearing, 
with a tube sticking down into the oil- 
hole. The end of the tube can be par- 
tiaMy closed, so that the oil will drop 
very, very slowly, and thus be made to 
ast for a long time. Or this might be 
arranged -with a stop-cock which could 
be opened and closed by pulling a wire 
or a chain from the ground, and thus 
do away with the necessity of climb- 
ing the tower very often.

Grain Loss and Damage Claims 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has requested shippers and rail- 
roads to get together and try to revise 
the rules and regulations which cover 
joss and damage claims on grain traf- 
fic. In compliance with this sugges- 
tion, the railroads have appointed a 
subcommittee of six, and the grain 
shippers of the country have appointed 
a similar committee. This committee 
will meet at an early date and go into 
such matters as the operation and 
maintenance of scales, elevator equip- 
ment and records, condition of cars, 
weights and weighing of grain at origin 
and destination, inspection of cars, the 
recording of loss, the filing and inves- 
tigation of claims, etc. This seems to 
be a very sensible proceeding, and the 
jomt committee should work out a sat- 
isfactory basis for handling damage 
claims.

Harding has designated the two weeks 
from September 15th to 28th as Seed Corn 
Weeks in lowa. It is urgently requested 


that every farmer gather sufficient seed 
to last at least two seasons, so as to in- 
sure a supply for the following crop in 


case of a soft corn crop in 1919. The vari- 
ous county farm bureaus are coiperating 
in this movement, and every farmer will 
be listed as to whether or not he has 
gathered his seed corn. Farmers are 
urged to look upon this as a war measure, 
the same as they do upon a Liberty loan 
drive or a Red Cross campaign. They 
are expected to go ‘‘over the top’ 100 
per cent. 





Inoculation of Fruit Trees—The United 


tSates Department of Agriculture has 
ent out a warning to fruit growers and 
others that inoculation treatments for 
insects or diseases of fruit are entirely 


without merit, and often are decidedly in- 
jurious to the trees treated. TFersons in- 
terested financially in the sale of such 
compounds often claim wonderful results 
from such treatments, which simply con- 
sist of inserting the compound into a hole 
bored into the tree, or placing it under 
the bark. All of these so-called inocula- 
tion treatments are entirely without 
merit.

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“Parvesting Cowpeas for Seed 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“| have some cowpeas that were 
geoded early in July. How do you 
handle the crop when you want to save 
the seed? How can they be threshed 
out?” 

For seed, cowpeas should be left un- 
ti] most of the pods are ripe. The 
yines may still be quite green at this 
stage. Jf cutting is delayed too long, 
many of the seeds will shatter out in 
pandling the crop. A mowing machine 
with a good side delivery attachment 
js desirable for cutting. Then the team 
foes not have to trample over the cut 
swath in making the next round. The 
yines should be raked up, cured and 
cocked, and threshed as soon as dry 
enough, or put in a shed for storage 
yatil threshing can be done. 


A bean or pea huller is best for 
threshing, but most grain separators 
have an arrangement for handling 
cowpeas. The cylinder is operated at 
only about half the speed used with 
oats or wheat, by changing pulleys, but 
the speed of the separator is not 
changed. Most of the concave teeth 


also should be removed, and a board is 
sometimes put into the lower concave. 
The best results in threshing, how- 
ever, are obtained when a pea or a 
bean huller is used. When one has 
only a small area, cowpeas may be 
threshed with an old-fashioned flail, 
but it is a laborious process. 

Straw from which cowpeas are 
threshed makes a desirable feed for 
cattle, and it should be utilized in ‘this 
way. Sometimes it is run directly from 
the thresher to the baler. The shred- 
ding action of the thresher improves 
the texture of the straw so that the 
eattle eat it more readily. Of course 
such straw does not have the high 
feeding value of cowpea hay cured 
with the seeds in the pod. The vines 
are somewhat more woody, and there 
js less actual food material present. 





Mildew on Peas and Beans 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

‘| have trouble with mildew on my 
peas. It gets so bad they are not fit 
touse. I treated with formaldehyde, 
like potatoes are treated for scab. 
What can I do to prevent this mildew? 
Ihave a good variety of peas and do 
not want to lose the seed.” 

Powdery mildew usually appears late 
in the season, the leaves, stems and 
pods becoming covered with a whit- 
ish or grayish mildew. Damp weather 
favors its development. Keeping the 
vines covered with Bordeaux mixture 
isa preventive. Dusting with flowers 
of sulphur in some cases seems to be 
effective, especially if applied as soon 
as the fungus appears. For spraying 
with Bordeaux it is more convenient 
in small patches to buy the ready pre- 
pared solution and use it as directed, 
keeping the new growth covered with 
the spray material. 





Care of Asparagus Bed 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

‘I have an asparagus bed raised 
from the seed, which is now twelve 
tosixteen inches high. Having had no 
&xperience in taking care of this plant, 
I would appreciate some information 
along this line.”

box of sand and keep them in the cel- 
lar, or to bury them the same as one 
would potatoes. 

In the spring the ground intended 
for the asparagus plantation should be 
given a thoro preparation. The furrows 
in which the roots are to be set should 
be six or eight inches deep and about 
four feet apart. In the furrow, the 
roots ought to bd about two feet apart. 
Set them so the crown will be approxi- 
mately six inches below the level of 
the ground, but cover only to a depth 
of about two inches at first. As the 
season advances, the furrow may be 
filled up gradually. If too much dirt is 
filled in at the start, the plants may 
not grow. Cultivation consists in work- 
ing the ridge between the rows and 
of gradually working it towards and 
filling up the furrow. Weeds should be 
held in check, and a mulch kept over 
the surface. An application of ma- 
nure is highly beneficial. : 

Most asparagus growers cut the tops 
as soon as the season’s growth is over 
the first year after transplanting. This 
is a good time for applying manure. 
Early the next spring a thoro disking 
may be given to pulverize the soil and 
to work in the manure. As the crowns 
have been planted deeply, the diskxing 
will not injure the asparagus if it is 
done as early in the spring as thé soil 
can be worked. Begin cultivating as 
soon as the plants appear above the 
ground, and keep it up as was done the 
first year. Then that fall remove the 





tops and, preferably, apply some more 
manure, 

No shoots should be cut until the 
spring of the third year after trans- 
planting, and then it should not be 
practiced for more than two or three 
weeks. Excessive cutting the third 


, year will weaken the plants and result 


in permanent injury. After the planta- 
tfon is well established, the cultivation 
may consists of a disking early in the 
spring and one after the cutting sea- 
son. Then cultivate it or hoe it until 
the tops Become too large for con- 
venient working. If well taken care 
of, an asparagus bed will bear for 
years. Manure applied each year and 
disked into the soil is a wonderful help 
in maintaining a large yield of tender 
shoots. 





Second Crop Clover 


A Kéntucky correspondent writes: 

“Is it true that second crop red clo- 
ver is not as good for stock as the first 
crop, on account of causing excessive 
slobbering? How is the second crop as 
cow feed?” 


It is possible that sometimes the 


second crop of clover causes more 
slobbering; but one year with another 
the second crop red clover hay is as 
good or better for feeding than the 
first crop. It usually is of finer quality, 
and is put up in better condition be- 
cause of less liability to rain damage.

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Pruning Tomato Vines 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In a recent issue I noticed an article 
on pruning tomato vines. For the ben- 
efit of the readers of Wallaces’ Farmer 
I wish to state that it is all right. Hav- 
ing been raised in a garden and hav- 
ing followed gardening until I was 
thirty-six years old, I know something 
about pruning tomatoes, as we had 
several thousand on stakes. 

People make a mistake in getting 
their plants too close. Tomato plants 
not staked ought not to be closer than 
eight feet each way on good ground. 
When they are too close together they 
have no chance to spread. They bloom 
and blight, as they have no air. A to- 
mato blossom must be fertilized, or 
there will be no nice fruit. 

You can not grow vines and make 
good fruit when they are close togeth- 
er; so we trim out the suckers as soon 
as they start, and continue to do so un- 
til they grow to the top of the stake. 
Then we let them go, and have plenty 
of tomatoes for fall use. 

We trim all suckers up .o the first 
bloom; then the first sucker that ap- 
pears is left, and we trim the two to 
the top of the stake. That throws all 
the strength that makes suckers into 
the first fruit, and we get tomatoes 
two to three weeks earlier than when 
jeft on the ground. In the gardening 
business as in every other line, the 
“early bird gets the worm.” One year 
in particular we had tomatoes three 
weeks earlier than our competitors, 
who did not stake. 

By staking you can get your plants 
closer together, and, I believe, can 
raise as much or more fruit than the 
other way; and, as you stated, it is 
much nicer fruit, as it does not rot— 
which it will do when on the ground.

Cedar Rust on Apple Trees 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The red cedar rust is becoming very 
serious on apple trees. It does not 
seem to affect some varieties, but, un- 
fortunately, it attacks some of our best 
kinds. I have noticed it especially on 
Wealthy, Ben Davis and some kinds 
of crabs and wild thorn apples of the 
woods, and even some rose-bushes of 
the garden. 

The wind carries the spores from 
the red cedar to the apple orchard half 
a mile away. Professor Budd wrote of 
this leaf disease over twenty years ago, 
and said that the red cedar did not 
stand taming very well. 

What is the remedy? Spraying will 
not do. It seems the only way is to cut 
out the cedar trees and save the ap- 
ples. 

Look at the leaves on your apple 
trees—especially the Wealthy, Ben 
Davis and some of the crabs—and no- 
tice the brown and yellow blotches that 
weaken the trees and cause the fruit 
to drop too early. The disease seems 
to be widespread the past vear.

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Jowa Farmers’ Union Meets 


The second annual meeting of the 
Jowa branch of the Farmers’ Educa- 
tional and Coéperative Union of Amer- 
jca, at Des Moines last week, marked 
a growth which has been substantial. 
and which is gaining momentum. 

During the three-day session dele- 
gates and Officials demonstrated that 
they are level-headed, business farm- 
ers who stand for a square deal in 
matters pertaining to agriculture. It 
js an organization composed exclusive- 
jy of farmers and managed exclusively 
by farmers. 

Instead of wrangling among them- 
selves and airing individual griev- 
ances, the attitude was to construct 
rather than to tear down. The pro- 
gram mapped out is one for building 
up and progress, and the goal ahead is 
for the general welfare of the farmer. 
With this in mind more than 200 dele- 
gates represented as many locals scat- 
tered thruout the state. 

The one resolution upon which the 
most emphasis was placed was that of 
the loyalty pledge. The Union is be- 
nind the government body and soul, as 
is so ably expressed in the following 
words: 

“Realizing, first of all, that our coun- 
try is engaged in a world conflict, the 
issue of which strikes deep at the very 
foundation of American ideals, jeop- 
ardizing not only our government, our 
homes and our lives, but our liberties 
as well, and believing, as we do, that 
true patriotism is best expressed by 
Jove unfeigned, by deeds nobly done, 
by sacrifices cheerfully made, and 
having paid the supreme price in the 
gift of our boys, and believing that ‘in 
union there is strength’; therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That we pledge to 
our government the love of our hearts, 
the work of our hands and the fruits 
of our farms until victory comes, and 
since the love of home is the dearest 
thing in the memory of man, therefore, 
be it further resolved, that we will up- 
hold the morale of the army and navy 
by every loving service, and keep the 
home fires burning brightly for the 
men who have bought liberty at the 
price of blood.” 

In some literature handed out by an- 
other farm organization, the name of 
the Farmers’ Union was linked up with 
other associations, some of which have 
not demonstrated their loyalty to the 
satisfaction of the Council of Defense. 
This was declared to have been done 
entirely without authority of the Union 
and a resolution was passed, disclaim- 
ing any connection with the so-called 
affiliations. The hands of the Union 
have been clean from the start, its 
loyalty never having been questioned, 
and its policy is to keep its record 
above criticism. The ambition is to 
see, not how little it can do in helping 
to win the war, but to codperate with 
the government, the state, and those 
to whom defense interests have been 
entrusted. Instead of questioning and 
belittling the authority of the Council 
of Defense, the Union stands back of 
it, and the proposition is mutual, the 
former realizing that in a farm organ- 
ization of this kind there is power for 
the good of the nation in its death- 
Struggle against autocracy. 

The state convention was favored 
with the presence of A. C. Davis, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the National Farm- 
ers’ Union, which includes twenty- 
seven states. Mr. Davis gave a brief 
history of the Farmers’ Union move- 
ment, pointing out principles for which 
it stands, and urging the farm inter- 
€sts to become ‘more firmly organized. 
If they do not, he says, agriculture will 
suffer severely after the war, and be 
atthe mercy of other organized bodies.

representative present was O. F. Dorn- 
blasser, of Texas, who has organized 
more locals than any other man. At 
the closing session, Thursday night, 
Mr. Dornblasser spoke in a humorous 
vein, and recalled early reminiscences 
in getting the Union started in the 
south, where its greatest need was at 
that time. By organization, he said, 
any industry could render more effi- 
cient service to the nation. For this 
reason, and for their own welfare, he 
argued for better organization for the 
farmers, and for them to carry it far 
enough so that they could Control the 
plants or factories where their prod- 
ucts are handled. 

A “temple of agriculture” has been 
proposed for the city of Washington. 
The purpose of this is to ‘be similar to 
that of the “temple of labor,” which 
is used as headquarters for all kinds of 
labor representatives. In it would be 
located a farmers’ representative from 
each state in the country. These rep- 
resentatives would look after the wel- 
fare of the farmer and work for a 
square deal in all legislative matters. 
Such a temple would cost about a mil- 
lion dollars for the building, of which 
Iowa’s share would be $46,000. In ad- 
dition it is proposed to have an endow- 
ment fund large enough for keeping a 
good man from each state located 
there permanently. 

The establishment of a state ex- 
change, to be located at Des Moines, 
was left to the board of directors. This 
is to serve as a central purchasing 
agency for different locals, similar to 
the Nebraska plan. It also is to look 
after the sales end. Some purchasing 
has been done already, especially in 
binder twine, feeds, etc., at consider- 
able savings for the membership. At 
present the general headquarters is at 
Columbus Junction, but the committee 
in charge ‘believed it would be advis- 
able to change it to Des Moines as soon 
as possible, because of the more cen- 
tral location and ‘the greater railroad 
facilities. 

Following are the resolutions that 
were adopted: 


Whereas, Our present school text-book 
system is not uniform, works a great 
hardship on those moving from one dis- 
trict to another, and does not furnish the 
necessary equipment for the best school 
work; therefore, 

Be it resolved, That we favor state 
published and state printed school books, 
to be furnished at cost to the school dis- 
tricts, and free to the pupils. 

Resolved, That we favor the election 
of the county superintendent of public in- 
struction by a direct vote of the people. 

Resolved, That we disapprove of any 
legislation bonding the future for the pur- 
pose of hard surfacing the roads, and that, 
whereas, we are in favor of road improve- 
ment, therefore, be it further resolved, 
that we favor a more efficient expendi- 
ture of funds now being collected for road 
work, and that we demand the repeal of 
the patrol law and a better supervision of 
the contract system. 

Whereas, The present method of col- 
lecting the automobile tax has resulted in 
a direct loss to the tax-payers, therefore, 
be it resolved, that we favor the payment 
of automobile taxes to the county trea- 
surer in the county where the car is 
owned, tax to be used on the roads of the 
county. 

Resolved, That from all town and city 
homes, and from all farm homes, there be 
deducted for exemption from taxation the 
amount of actual indebtedness thereon, 

Resolved, That we favor legislation es- 
tablishing in Iowa a modified Torrens 
system of land titles. 

Resolved, ‘That we .favor the initiative, 
referendum and recall. 

Resolved, That we extend a vote of 
thanks to the Chamber of Commerce, Des 
Moines, for the free use of the Auditorium 
building, and to the press for courtesies 
extended during our state convention. 

We hereby respectfully ask the State 
Farmers’ Union Convention to make an 
order to the effect that the dues of all 
members of the Farmers’ Union who may 
be in the military or naval service of the 
United States, shall stand remitted dur- 
ing the period of the war, and that such 
members shall ‘be carried on the books of 
their respective local unions as being in 
good standing. 


Officers were re-elected as follows: 
President, O. E. Wilson, Morning Sun; 
vice-president, Thomas Hougas, Mace- 
donia; secretary-treasurer, R. E. Mc- 
Doweli, Columbus Junction. Seven 
men were chosen as the board of di- 
rectors, as follows: George Baker, 
Turin; Ralph Green, Clearfield; J. R. 
Hammond, Wapello; J. F. Garber, Wel- 
don; A. A. Crim, HEstherville; L. A. 
Schmidt, Riverside, and L. Antrim, 
Lincoln. The president and Mr. Hou- 
gas were chosen to attend the national

System for Home Water Supply 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T am enclosing a diagram of a small 
water system I have designed, it being 
purely original. The idea is to put the 
pipe line from the well to the house, 
and also the forty-gallon tank just out- 
side the well curb,-both below the 
freezing line. The well is about 175 
feet deep, and it is not possible to 
pump it with a pump in the kitchen. 
According to the diagram, you will see 
that I wish the water to displace the 
air in the forty-gallon tank while the 
pump is working in the well, the air 
to pass up thru the pump. It looks all 
right to me from the diagram, but 
there is a question as to whether my 
plan will work out in practice. The 
water is to be drawn from the tank 
by an ordinary suction pump at the 
house. It would save my wife from 
having to carry the water when [I am 
gone, and I am anxious to know if you 
consider the plan a practical one. Per- 
haps it would be better to have the 
tank in the cellar below the suction 
pump, instead of being underground 
near the well curb. But if this was 
done, how would I be able to dispose 
of the air in the tank when the water

is being pumped in? Are there check 
valves that will allow the passage of 
air but prevent the flow of water?” 

We believe our correspondent could 
make his plan work very well by put- 
ting the tank in the cellar below, the 
suction pump, and putting a small pipe 
from the tank up into the kitchen, with 
an overflow which could be closed 
when the tank was full, or else put a 
check valve of the type mentioned. 
This could be very easily arranged by 
using a cork float, which would close 
the opening when the water reaches a 
certain height, or such a valve could 
be purchased thru any plumber or 
hardware dealer. 

Our correspondent will have all the 
parts of an ordinary hydro-pneumatic 
system, and we would suggest that he 
put in a little larger tank, compress 
the air-in that instead of letting it 
escape, and cut out the kitchen pump. 
Then when the wife wants water, all 
she will have to do will be to open 
the faucet and let it run. Our corre- 
spondent should take up this matter 
with his local hardware man, who can 
tell what it will cost, and who will be 
glad to furnish the material. 





Scored Cylinders on Motorcycle 


A Minnesota subscriber writes: 

“Please tell me whether the power 
of my motorcycle is seriously hurt. It 
did not have very good compression, 
so I went to put in some new piston 
rings. When I got the motor apart, I 
found one of the rings broken, and it 
had cut two grooves in the cylinder 
wall, about the depth of an ordinary 
visiting card, about one inch apart. If 
these will hurt, what will be the best 
way to fix it? The old rings were 
quite badly worn.” 

A cylinder scored in the way de- 
scribed will undoubtedly affect not 
only the power but the fuel economy 
of the motor. How bad this is could 
not be told without knowing more 
about the width of the scores, as well 
as the depth. Some idea of this may 
be had by seeing how well it holds 
compression after the new rings are in 
place and the cylinder is well oiled. 

If the cylinder is badly scored, there 
usaully is little to be done except to 
buy a new cylinder or have the old 
one re-bored and over-sized pistons 
and rings put in. It would be possible 








for a skillful operator to fill in the 
scores with an oxy-acetylene welding 
outfit, but the danger of warping the 
cylinder is very great, and the cost of 
doing the work and working the place 
down to a true circle would probably 
be as great as to buy a new cylinder. 

If the walls are only slightly scored, 
flake graphite can sometimes be 
worked into the cylinder thru the air 
intake, and help to fill up the depres- 
sions in the cylinder wall. It will do 
no harm to try this a few times, and 
see if it does not help the compression. 
Sometimes the scored places can be 
cleaned out thoroly with gasoline and 
a special cement pressed into the de- 
pressions and smoothed to the true 
circle, and become about as hard as 
the iron itself. If some salt is put in 
the water with which the cement is 
mixed into a paste, it will probably 
come nearer to working satisfactorily. 
It will cost only a few cents to try 
this, and it will not be apt to do any 
harm. 


Lumber Versus Cordwood 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 


“IT have 400 acres of timber land, 
most of which will make good saw tim- 
ber. It is three miles from the station, 
and the road is comparatively good for 
an ungraded one. Oak lumber sells 
for $1.50 per 100 feet, and it costs 
about half of that to get it converted 
into lumber. Cordwood is worth $5 
a cord, loaded on cars at station, and 
it costs $1.50 per cord to cut it and 
about $1 to haul and load it. Which 
do you think would be best, to saw all 
that will do for good lumber and the 
balance into cordwood, or all into cord- 
wood? 

“T have a four-horse power gasoline 
engine and saw outfit, and I should 
like to know if there is any appliance 
that can be attached to the engine 
which will economically saw down the 
trees and then saw the logs into 
lengths. If this can not be done, is 
there anything which will beat the old 
way of felling trees and cutting them 
into cordwood.” 

Even from the standpoint of the net 
returns from the first season’s work, it 
would seem best for our correspondent 
to cut into lumber what logs he can, 
and make cordwood from the slabs 
and tops. A log 18 inches in diameter 
should square about 12 inches, and 
should make about 150 feet of lumber, 
besides a dozen or so good sticks of 
cordwood from the slabs. The samé 
log cut into 4-foot lengths and split 
into the proper sizes, would make 
probably a third of a cord. According 
to this, the net from the cordwood 
would be about 83 cents, while that 
from the lumber should be about $1.13 
—besides having several good sticks 
of cordwood from the slabs. Besides, 
it would be very difficult to split such 
varieties as elm, cottonwood, syca- 
more, hackwood, and perhaps maple, 
and it would be found that the men 
would refuse to try to work these logs 
up into cordwood. 

From the standpoint of patriotism 
and the greatest eventual return, there 
is still less reason for cutting all the 
good saw timber up into cordwood. In 
the first place, we do not believe we 
would want to cut that much good tim- 
ber up into cheap, ordinary lumber, 
but would try to market it in such a 
way as to command the best prices. 
No doubt there are many firms using 
special kinds and sizes of lumber who 
would pay a great deal more for it in 
the rough logs, and saw it themselves 
to suit their needs, than could be pro 
cured for it after it had been sawed Up 
into rough lumber. Our advice would 
be to take up the matter with the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, 
at Washington, D. C., or thru the state 
agricultural college, and see if they 
can not advise as to how and where to 
market the different varieties on hand. 
Possibly they might have a man who 
could look over the tract and help 4 
great deal in finding out the best thing 
to do, as well as some of the other 
questions. :

as to their economy. Such an outfit, 


driven by a four-horse power gasoline 
engine, would require two men to han- 
dle it; and our experience in cutting 
cordwood and in handling gasoline en- 
gines makes us doubt whether they 
would do more, after allowing for time 
required for moving and leveling each 
time, and for engine trouble, than they 
would with a good cross-cut saw and 
two sharp axes. Labor-saving devices 
do not amount to much when it takes 
more time and energy in lining up the 
machine and keeping it in good run- 
ning order than in doing the work in 
a slower way. We feel quite sure that 
in felling the trees, the two men witha 
good cross-cut saw and sharp axes will 
do more in the course of a day than 
with the engine outfit. 

Possibly we are old-fashioned on this 
point, and we should be ghad to hear 
from any of our readers who have 
tried out such outfits. 





Electric Wires 


A Wisconsin subscriber writes: 

“I have my house.and barn wired 
from a 32-volt lighting plant, and the 
electrician put a light in the hay mow, 
which he fixed up with a braided wire 
nailed to a post. It works all right, 
but is it fireproof enough so that grain 
straw can be piled on it, or should the 
wire be enclosed in an iron pipe? If 
put in an iron cover, can the same wire 
be used?”

The only safe methods are,to/run 
two separate rubber’ Ceverdd wires, 
about six inches apart, stretched tight- 
ly enough on insulators so that they 
can not touch each other, or else insu- 
lated wires run together in iron con- 
duits or pipes, or in composition pipes 
known as “loom.” In such cases the 
ends of the pipes should be closed as 
completely as*possible, so mice can not 
crawl in nor the pipes become filled up 
with dust and chaff. Probably the 
braided wire would be safe if placed in 
a@ small “loom” or iron pipe. 









Tractor on Side-Hill 


An Iowa subscriber writes that he 
has a rolling farm, and is considering 
the matter of buying a tractor. The 
question with him is whether the trac- 
tor could be used satisfactorily in 
plowing across his hills, some of which 
are rather steep. 

The practicability of using a tractor 
upon a side-hill depends, of course, 
upon the grade, and to some extent 
upon the character of the tractor used. 
Naturally, a tractoe which is biilt low 
to the ground and with wide wheels 
will work better on steeper ground. It 
is doubtful whether any tractor would 
give satisfactory results across a grade 
steeper than 25 per cent, and under 
some conditions this grade would be 
too heavy, especially if the ground 
contains rocks. Except on very hilly 
farms, the tractor seems to be giving 
good satisfaction. 

Our correspondent should write the 
different manufacturers, and put his 
problem up to them.

Spare the Feed and Save 
the Fowl 


To correct a frequent source of loss 
im marketing poultry, the Food Admin- 
istration requests producers not to 
over-feed fowls just before offering 
them for sale. This practice is espe- 
cially bad in warm weather, when it 
often causes sickness and even death. 

Feed given to poultry that is closely 
confined in crates should not exceed 
one ounce of grain or other dry feed 
for every two pounds of live weight. 
Persons are sometimes tempted to feed 
fowls heavily just before marketing, 
in the hope of receiving poultry prices 
for the feed contained im the birds’ 
crops. But in actual practice, this is 
a loss both in money and food. Birds 
frequently die in farmers’ wagons, but 
more often shortly after they. are de- 
livered. In either case a loss is sus- 
tained which ultimately is reflected 
back to the producers. 

Poultry in crates is unable to exer- 
cise. More than that, the watering 
cups are seldom adequate for all the 
fowls in the crate, either from lack of 


attention, evaporation, losses from 
spilling or several of these causes 
combined. Feed consequently cakes in 


the over-full crops, causing sickness 
and death. In warm weather, heavy 
feeding also results in over-heating, 
and is another cause of mortality. 

The Food Administration points out 
the desirability of more water and less 
feed for poultry just before marketing. 
Experienced ‘poultry handlers have 
recognized the soundness of this re- 
quest, and during hot weather give 
their fowls an abundance of clean wa- 
ter, with only a mere maintenance ra- 
tion. This practice has greatly reduced 
losses in handling live poultry. 


Are the Pullets Housed? 
Are the pullets housed for winter? 


If not, they should get into their win- 
ter homes promptly, for once the egg 


organs begin to develop, the pullet 
does not take kindly to a chauge. She 
is disturbed, and thus delayed in egg 
production. 


If an old house is to be used, give it 
a good cleaning. Take out the furnish- 
ings, and whitewash or treat with lice 
killer all the sections of roosts, nest 
boxes, etc., that are to be put back. If 
the floor is of gravel, remove the top 
layer and fill up to the sill with fresh. 
Make all necessary repairs, fill up the 
cracks and openings at the joints. 
Drive in all projecting nails, and make 
sure that hinges and locks on the doors 
are in good condition. When the wind 
creeps around the house in zero weath- 
er, the chickens will suffer as much 
from drafts sifting in thru cracks and 
crevices as from an open door. The 
house that is ready for business early 
is the house that shows the best 
record. 





Study the Market 


The qnestion of the price of surplus 
poultry will soon be facing us again. 
We ought to get a profit on all we 
produce, but we won’t unless poultry 
breeders market their stocks of chick- 
ens or eggs with some thought of the 
market conditions. If the store-keep- 
er has enough eggs to ship, his price 
will not vary much from the Chicago 
market price. If, on the contrary, he 
gets only enough for his local demand, 
he will not be willing to run chances 
on selling out, and he can afford to be 
indifferent as to whether or not he 
buys. 

The merchants complain that farm- 
ers bring in their produce when it 
suits them best, without regard to the 
needs of the store; therefore the store- 
keeper is under no obligation to take 
their produce at their own choice of 
time, at a fixed price. The price the 
producer receives for his produce de- 
pends on the conditions existing at the 
time the produce is sent to market. 
Market conditions and competition es- 
tablish the price. 

Along in November there is usually 
a reduction in price of chickens, be- 
cause about that time farmers realize 





that they have not enough house room 
for the stock on hand, and before ex- 
tremely cold weather and heavy feed- 
ing time, they get rid of their surplus. 

If the merchant is not buying and 
shipping, so that the market price is 
comparatively stable, it is well to have 
the sale made before the stock is 
loaded. Farmers are interested in 
heavy production not only for the sake 
of making money but also for the pa- 
trivtic desire to help feed the world, 
and with the least possible cost of 
handling. If a merchant knows he can 
depend on the farmers bringing in 
enough chickens to supply his demands 
without any loss from a glutted mar- 
ket or for upkeep of stock, he will help 
the farmer to steady the price, and 
will make that price one which will 
pay a fair profit. 


Make Poultry the Best Part 
of the Institute 
Poultry is one of our most important 
industries. Poultry breeders can boost 
their business to advantage by making 


the poultry the best part of the imsti- 


tute. A poultry show we attended one 
year stands out in our mind as the 
best advertised poultry show we have 


ever known. The boosters for the 
show started out to make the occa- 
sion an event. One wealthy fancier 


provided flowers for every coop—sin- 
gle blossoms for the most part—but 
other prize winners brought large bo- 
quets to adorn their coops, and deco- 
rated them with bunting and ribbons. 

A guide was assigned to every aisle, 
whose business it was to answer ques- 
tions of visitors, give them addresses 
of breeders, and help to advertise the 
poultry on exhibit. A dealer in “canned 
music” brought his machine with rec- 
ords, and kept it going all evening with 
the most stirring records, as well as 
records of popular music. 

The city officials were inviied to 
come in a body at a fixed’ time, as 
guests of the association, and the mem- 
bers and their wives caine out in their 
Sunday best to meet them in an im- 
posing reception line. Altogether it 
was a gala occasion, which brought 
in quite a little business for many a 
man and woman in the city would like 
to keep chickens if they only knew 
how they could start out. 

At the poultry show there should be 
present someone who can answer ques- 
tions; someone who deals in poultry 
supplies, and a list of bulletins and 
helps from the college, if the college 
itself is not represented. 

The more enthusiasm we put into 
poultry breeding, the easier the work 
will seem, and the more it will develop. 
Poultry breeders do not average as en- 
thusiastic as do catilé breeders. At 
the state fair, Short-horn men eould 
almost persuade a neutral man that 
there was no breed to equal the Short- 
horns, until a Guernsey man showed 
him that the Guernsey was the breed 
of all breeds. Then a Holstein man 
came along, ready to prove that the 
Holstein was the breed par excellence, 
and so on thru the list. The place to 
get breed enthusiasm for poultry is at 
a poultry show. We hope all poultry 
boosters will boost hard for the hen 
this winter. Our country needs more 
chickens and more poultry boosters. 





Discoveries 


One man in one season can not make 
any discoveries regarding poultry that 
will be greatly worth while; but a se- 
ries of experiments along one line 
should reveal something of value. A 
report of the Missouri State Poultry 
Board shows that for five years the 
price of an egg and the price of a 
pound of feed averaged about the same 
amount; that seventy-five eggs paid 
the average cost of the hen’s feed for 
one year, and that a hen should lay 
ninety eggs to cover her expenses.

The Gracchi 


Two thousand years ago there was 
no United States, no England, and no 
Germany. In the world of that day, the 
Roman Republic held a position even 
more important than the United States 
holds today. For several hundred 
years the Roman people had been 
spreading out until they had conquered 
all of Italy, Greece, Spain, and part of 
Africa. Then suddenly, after many 
years of almost continuous warfare, a 
generation of peace came to the 
Romans. 

In time of war, the rich and poor 
people pull together for the common 
good. In time of peace, the farmers 
and the poor city people are always 
complaining that the rich people are 
“gouging” them. This was just as true 
two thousand yearg ago in Rome as it 
jg today in the United States. In the 
peace which will follow this present 
world war, who will be the man to arise 
and lead the common people on to 
their supposed rights? In the case of 
the Romans, that man was Tiberius 
Gracchus. 

Tiberius Gracchus came from a fam- 
ily in Rome fully as important as the 
Roosevelt family is in the United 
States. His mother’s father, Scipio, 
had saved Rome from Carthage, and 
his father had been a great general. 
His mother, Cornelia, is always looked 
upon as one of the finest of Roman 
mothers. Tiberius and Gaius, her two 
sons, she called her jewels, and spent 
a large part of her time in educating 
them so that they might do as much 
good for Rome as their father and 
grandfather had done. 

Tiberius Gracchus fought with the 
Romans against the Spanish tribes, 
but peace came before he had time to 
distinguish himself greatly as a mili- 
tary man. He went into politics, and 
at thirty years of age was elected 
Roman consul, which office is much 
the same as president in the United 
States. While he came of an aristo- 
cratic family, Tiberius appealed to the 
prejudices of the common people, and 
relied on them for his _ political 
strength. He believed that conditions 
generally in Rome were very bad, and 
that in the old days they had been far 
better. 

He thought the trouble was due to 
the fact that too many Roman farmers 
had moved to town. Therefore he in- 
troduced a law taking away all the 
land over 300 acres which rich land 
owners held, and giving it out in small 
pieces to the poor farmers who had 
been driven to town. He believed that 
ff only there were more farmers, all 
the virtues of ancient Rome would be 
restored. Of course, all the poor farm- 
ers living in Rome, who stood to get 
land for nothing, looked on Tiberius as 
4 great man, whereas the rich land 
Owners hated him as a traitor to their 
class, Tiberius appealed to the preju- 
diees of the poor soldiers returning to 
times of peace, with such words as 
these: “The brave men who spill their 
blood for Rome have nothing left when 
they come back from the wars, except 
the light and air they breathe. They 
fight and die merely to increase the 
Wealth and luxury of others.” (We will 
hear words like these very soon.) 

The rich people pulled wires, and 
hadiberius land law vetoed. He then 
had removed from office the men who 
did the vetoing, altho there was no le- 
gal way that such a thing could be 
done. He also ran for consul a second 
time, which was against the law. He 
Sincerely believed that he was doing 
the best thing for the Roman people, 
and doubtless thought there was a 
aad law justifying his illegal ac- 
ag A crowd of aristocrats, how- 
vba assassinated him on election day, 

ore he could go any farther.

sury and bought grain, which he sold 
at half price to the common people. 
This, of course, made Rome a cheap 
place in which to live, and poor farm- 
ers came to the city more than ever. To 
take care of these poor farmers, Gaius 
tried to settle them in colonies in 
Africa and Spain. To furnish work 
for poor city people, who had no desire 
to farm, he built roads. In this way 
he became very popular, but suddenly 
his popularity with the Roman mob 
disappeared, when he offered to give 
certain property and voting rights to 
Italians who lived outside of Rome, 
The mob feared for its cheap bread 
and easy living. The upshot of it was 
that Gaius went the way of his broth- 
er, Tiberius. 

After the Gracchi brothers had been 
killed, the common people looked upon 
them as saints and martyrs. Of course 





they were nothing of the sort. 
had some good ideas and many poor 
ones. The ideas of Tiberius about 
land distribution to the poor were not 
practical. Cheap grain by ship from 
Spain, Sicily and Africa madé@ it im- 
possible for the small farmer ta make 
a living in Italy. Gaius, by giving 
cheap bread to the poor people of 
Rome, did one of the very worst things 
possible, and by this act did more than 
any other person to destroy the Roman 
Reyublic, and later make it possible 
for one man, a Caesar, to rule Rome. 
The trouble with the Gracchi and the 
ancient Romans was that they knew 
nothing of the science of economics. 
They were just as good or better at 
politics than we of the United States, 
but their ignorance of economics 
ruined them. 

We will have Gracchi in the United 





They | States as soon as this war ends. They 


will be sincere patriots, doing their 
best for the common people. The only 
way to keep them from doing an im- 
mense amount of harm will be to judge 
what they stand for in the light of 
Roman history and economics. With 
Rome as an example, there is no ex- 
cuse for us making her mistakes.

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Pig Ration 

An Iowa subse¢riber writes: 

“| have bought a selftteeder, and I 
would like to know the best feeds to 
put imto it. My pigs weigh about 50 
pounds each, and I have eighty head. 
Corn is worth $1.75 per bushel, oats 
60 cents, tankage $105 per ton, shorts 
$50 per ton. I have a clover pasture 
for them to ren on. I wish to market 
these hogs some time in November. 
We are going to hog down some corn, 
and have sowed rape in it at the rate 
of five pounds to the acre. It looks 
good now.” 

At the prices quoted, the cheapest 
gains will very likely be made by using 
shorts, oats and tankage in the self- 
feeder. Faster gains could be made by 
using corn and tankage, but corn at 
$1.75 per bushel is very high. If our 
correspondent wishes to fit his hogs 
for the November market, we are in- 
clined to advise using mainly corn and 
tankege; but to make the cheapest 
gains, tho somewhat slower, we would 
keep the self-feeder supplied with oats 
shorts and tankage. 





Steer Ration 

A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“With corn at $2 a bushel, oats at 
60 cents, cottenseed meal at $62 a ton, 
and with silage and wheat straw avail- 
able, how would you feed 1,000-pound 
steers this winter, to be marketed next 
June?” 

Et will certainly be poor policy to 
feed much marketable corn to fatten- 
ing steers this winter, especially in the 
stricken corn sections of the southern 
part of the corn belt. We advise our 








correspondent to feed his steers all the 
silage they will take (40 to 60 pounds 
per head daily), together with a little 
wheat straw, two or three pounds of 
cottonseed meal or oi] meal (begin- 
ning with one-half pound and gradual- 
ly increasing to three pounds or even 
more), and from twe to ten pounds of 
oats. With oats as low as 60 cents a 
bushel, it might even pay to put the 
cattle on a full feed of oats some time 
in the late wimter or early spring, espe- 
cially if the cattle market outlook is 
promising. In those sections where 
oats are selling for more than one-half 
the price per bushel of corn, we advise 
the same ration as in the foregoing, 
except that we would use corn instead 
of oats. It may pay to grind the oats. 





Barley Versus Corn 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“What is the value of barley, as 
compared with corn, for cattle and 
hogs? I would grind the barley and 
soak it for hogs. I would feed the cat- 
tle the ground barley in connection 
with cottonseed meal and silage. Un- 
der such conditions, what would barley 
be worth, with cofn at $1.80 to $2 per 
bushel? I can get the barley delivered 
at our station for $1.05 to $1.10 per 
bushel, and was thinking that it might 
be cheaper than corn.” 

Experiments indicate that a hundred 
pounds of ground barley are ordinarily 
worth 85 to 90 per cent as much as a 
hundred pounds of ground corn. Ev- 
erything considered, we are inclined 
to give barley a value of $1.10 to $1.35 
per bushel when corn is $1.70 to $2 per 
bushel. This valuation takes into ac- 
count the fact that it is much more 


necessary to grind barley than it is 
corn. 

Three or four pounds of ground bar- 
Jey per head daily, im camnection with 
two or three pounds of cottonseed meal 
or oi] meal and an abundance of silage, 
should make a splendid steer ration, 
capable of producing average daily 
gains of at least two and one-half 
pounds. Barley in Europe holds the 
same position as a hog feed that corn 
does in this country. We would feed 
about one-third of a pound of tankage 
per pig daily in connection with a full 
feed of barley. 





Sheep Questions 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Colorado correspondent writes: 

“I came into possession of 700 ewes 
last spring. They were bred to a bunch 
of rams which had previously been 
used on another lot of ewes. After I 
got them, an average of about seven 
per week aborted. Some of the lambs 
were about half mature, and others al- 
most mature. Also, many of the lambs 
which went the full time were very 
small, weighing only three or four 
pounds each. Do you think this was 
due to the rams being in a run-down 
condition? Many of the ewes refused 
to own their lambs. I have three Dor- 
set rams which I want to use on Me- 
rino ewes this fall, hand-mating them 
to about 150 to 250 ewes. How soon 
after breeding would *the rams be fit 
for further service? I expect to feed 
them grain after being used. Would 
the effects of graining a bunch of ewes 
be shown as much in the growth of 
wool as in the growth of flesh? In 
other words, would it not be better to 
take a heavy-shearing breed rather 


than to take a moderate-shearin- 
breed and feed high to sroduce a heavy 
fleece?” 

The fact that the ewes often refuseg 
to own the lambs indicates that somo. 
thing must have been wrong with the 
females, but it is entirely possible tha; 
some of the weakness of the lambs 
was due to the run-down condition gf 
the rams. If rams are controlled jn 
their mating, and if they are fed liber. 
ally during the mating season, they 
could be mated with as many as one 
hundred ewes each. 

Whiie liberal feeding has an unques- 
tionable effect upon the growth of 
wool, the better way to get a large 
wool crop is to select a breed that 
possesses desirable mutton qualities, 
and at the same time shears a fleece 
of from eight to twelve pounds, erading 
one-quarter to one-half blood combing,

Cistern Water 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

We have found in using cistern wa- 
ter that if the pump is raised up a few 
inches, so as not to take the water 
from too near the bottom of the cis- 
tern, the gas or whatever it is that 
gives it the offensive smell, will not 
bother. Our experience has been that 
no matter how clean the cistern or 
how much the roof of the house ig 
washed before allowing the water to 
run into the cistern, the water will 
have that bad smell if taken from too 
near the bottom. After standing for 
some time, the pipe can be lowered 
if desired.

Economic Milk Delivery 


A milk dealer of Columbus, Ohio, 
has worked out a scheme for saving 
in the delivery cost of milk. This sav- 
ing is passed on to the consumer, who 
carries it home, and who pays two 
cents per quart less than the regular 
price of milk in the city. All sales are 
for cash. 

The milk wagon is really a travel- 
ing store. It was made known that the 
dealer would stop at certain corners 
for fifteen-minute periods, where cus- 
tomers could bring their bottles and 
money and get their milk at 11 cents 
a quart. No sales are made between 
stops. The regular price of milk is 13 
cents a quart and 7 cents a pint. This 
dealer sells pints at 6 cents. 

Nearly 200 persons were served the 
first day the trip was made. The idea 
appealed to those who were willing to 
do their part in reducing the price of 
milk. They arranged to have children 
be at the specified corners at the time 
scheduled, or to be there themselves. 
This wagon retails 40 per cent more 
milk than can be delivered in the ordi- 
nary way from one wagon in the same 
time, thus cutting down expense to the 
dealer as well as cost to «the con- 
sumer, 





Home-Made Cheese 


At a farmers’ table recently, the 
writer was admiring the fine quality of 
the cheese served, when the host said: 


“Yes, that is some we make our- 
selves. We like it better than the 
cheese we can buy at the store. We 
always make our own cheese, and it is 
not much more trouble than making a 
batch of butter.” 

This remark prompted us to inquire 
further into the details of the process, 
when it was explained about as fol- 
lows: 

“To make cheese at home,” the host 
said, “you need a good dairy thermom- 
eter, an ordinary wash boiler and a 
pail without a bottom. We buy the 
rennet tablets at the drug store, with 
full directions for use, and we obtain 
the cheese color from a local factory. 

“The best quality of cheese can be 
made when exclusive morning’s milk 
can be used. If night’s milk is to be 
mixed with it, one should be careful 
to_ cool it thoroly and to dip it until 
the animal heat is out. We use fifty 
pounds of milk for one batch of cheese. 

“Heat the milk up gradually on the 
back of the stove until it comes to ex- 
actly 80 degrees, and stir it frequently. 
The next step is to add a small quan- 
tity of cheese color and mix it with 
the milk after the boiler has been 
taken off the stove. Dilute the color- 
ing matter in a little cold water before 
adding, and always mix in the color 
before the rennet. 

“Prepare the rennet tablet by pul- 
verizing and diluting with cold water. 
Care must be taken that one has the 
proper sized tablet for the amount of 
milk being used. As soon as it has 
dissolved in the water, add it to the 
milk and stir the mass vigorously for 
three or four minutes. We then cover 
the mixture with a piece of cheese- 
cloth and let it stand for not longer 
than fifty minutes. The time to cut 
it is when the curd assumes a rather 
solid, stiff form. We bought special 
knives for cutting it into little squares 
about an inch thick. 

“After being cut, the whey rises to 
the top, and should be dipped or 
strained of. If you have used a quar- 
ter of a rennet tablet, you will need an 
ounce, or about a tablespoonful, of salt. 
Dissolve this in a little of the whey, 
and mix it with the dry curd, which 
should be re-cut and chopped up care- 
fully. With a little experience one 
soon learns to handle it so as to re- 
tain the cream. 

“This curd is packed in the pail, 
from which the bottom was removed, 
a thin, damp cloth having been used 
to line the pail, with one over the false 
bottom. Pack the curd in firmly and 
place another cloth over the top. Then 
put on the loose board cover made to 
fit the pail, and add weights. Twenty

or thirty pounds of pressure should be 
applied, and the cheese left this way 
until evening. Now one should remove 
the weights and reverse the cheese in 
the bottomless pail, putting the top 
side down. While it is out, trim off 
the rough edges with a sharp knife, 
and have as few wrinkles in the cloth 
as possible. Weight it down -again 
and leave until morning. 

“When it is taken out of the impro- 
vised press the next morning, we rub 
it with a little butter, and do the same 
again at night. This gives it a tough 
rind. The cheese should be turned 
frequently while curing. It is ready to 
eat in from four to six weeks.” 





Future Producers 


Something more than mere culling 
of low-producing cows must be done 
if the cow of the next generation is to 
be as efficient as the dam which gave 
birth to her. In touching on this point 
before the Western Dairy Instructors’ 
Association, Professor C. H. Eckles, 
of the Missouri Agricultural College, 
had the following to say: 

“Will the constant culling out of our 
inferior cows result in the next gener- 
ation have fewer cows? ‘The state- 
ments I am going to make, I am aware 
are not in accordance with popular 
opinion, but our ideas must be modi- 
fied from time to time in the light 
of recent scientific knowledge. 

“I will say it is entirely possib.e, 
and in fact probable, that if we de- 
pend upon the elimination of the poor 
cows alone, the next generation will 
contain almost as many inferior ones 
as does this generation. To make it 
more concrete, I will say that in a herd 
where the animals are of much the 
same breeding, a heifer calf from one 
of the best cows in the herd stands 
some chance, but a very small one, of 





being better than a heifer from one of 
the average cows in the herd, pro- 
vided both heifers are from the same 
bull. I fear some who are not mem- 
bers of the cow testing association are 
going to be disappointed along these 
lines in the future. 

“Those who assume that the heifers 
raised from the cows that are retained 
on account of profitable production will 
average the equal of their dams, are 
doomed to disappointment. Unless a 
sire is used much better than the 
cows, the heifers raised will have to 
be culled almost as much as were their 
dams. While it certainly is advisable 
to raise the heifers from the best cows 
in preference to those from inferior 
ones, this by no means solves the prob- 
lem of getting a higher proportion of 
good producers in the coming genera- 
tion. 

“The situation as I have presented 
it may look a little gloomy, but there 
is a way out. I have said that the cow 
tends to transmit the average of her 
strain or family, not necessarily her 
Own peculiar qualities, if she is above 
the average of her family. Evidently 
then what we need to do to improve 
the herd making 250 pounds of fat 
before any animals have been culled 
out, is to introduce blood of a higher 
strain; that is, one that has an average 
inheritance of say 300 pounds. 

“One way would be to dispose of ai! 
these low-strain cows and replace 
them with cows of a strain having a 
higher average dairy inheritance. This 
is not generally practical. Clearly, 
there is one practical way to introduce 
such blood in most cases; that is thru 
a sire belonging to a higher strain— 
that is, having a better inheritance 
than the dams.”

Parents and Teachers 


This month school is taking up once 
more. The welfare of the children de- 
mands that parents coéperate with the 
teachers this year as never before. The 
children should get all that is possible 
out of the school hours. With a good 
teacher in the schoolroom, and the 
support of the parents behind her, the 
school day might even be shortened 


and the children still get more out of 
it than heretofore. 

The War Industries Board has adopt- 
ed a ruling that during the period of 
the war the annual production of new 
school and college text-books shall be 
reduced to 50 per cent of normal or 
less: also that during the war no 
change is to be made in -textsbooks 
except where the text-books in use are 
clearly unsuited to the neads of the 
school, These rulings means that chil- 
dren must take better care of their 
school books. Parents can help -the 
teachers in requiring good care. 

The modern teacher is using the 
eye-gate as well as the ear-gate to the 
child’s intelligence. One such teacher 
was bitterly criticized because she 
taught geography thru pictures thrown 
on a screen by a small lantern. Also 
she used stereoscopic views. But the 
results of her teaching were to make 
the whole world seem like part of the 
neighborhood to her pupils. They could 
tell by the character of the vegetation 
where the pictures were taken. They 
associated the looks of the place with 
the name. The countries about which 
they studied were made real. 

When the teacher uses new methods, 
the parents should keep an open mind 
until they are fully informed on the 
subject. The history of countries dur- 
ing a war is that the chiidren suffer. 
They are apt to be under-fed, to be 
overworked and _ under-disciplined. 
These are points the parents and the 
teachers can together guard against. 
A parent-teachers’ association, or 
“mothers’ meeting” as it may be called, 
is most important. There, mutual prob- 
Jems can be discussed and mutual 
friendships promoted. For the sake of 
the children, our schools must be more 
than ever efficient, and efficiency in 
the schoolroom comes largely thru co- 
operation of parents with teachers. 





What the Boys and Girls 
Can Do 


Much interest was shown at the Iowa 
State Fair this year in the work of the 
boys and girls. ‘There was the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Pig Department—a class 
open to all Iowa boys and girls over 
ten and under nineteen years. Hach 
contestant showed one pig of either 
sex, farrowed after March 1, 1918. A 
written statement was required, which 
showed that the boy or girl had select- 
ed and fed the pig without assistance. 

Then there was the Iowa Boys’ Calf 
Feeding Contest. The calf was exhib- 
ited by the feeder, and given nlace on 
individual merit from the killing stand- 
point—taking into consideration the 
weight for age, conformation, quality 
and finish. 

There was also the class in hand- 
painted china, open to boys and girls 
under twenty, and the demonstrations 
in canning by boy and girl club mem- 
bers and leaders in making “4-H” 
brand breakfast food—a preparation 
from corn; cold-packing canning, and 
making syrup from sugar beets. 

We attended several of these demon- 
strations in cold-pack canning, and 
were greatly pleased with the differ- 
ent teams. Only one fault could be 
found with them as a class, that is, 
their voices failed to carry. This is not 
surprising, considering that the dem- 
onstrations were held in the building 
of the fowa Agricultural College, 
where a noisy, shifting throng was 
coming and going all the time, but we 
believe if attention were paid to the 
voice in preparing the young folks for 
these demonstrations, much benefit 
would f°"ow. 

The plan of the contest was to tell 





the contestants shortly before they 
were to appear what they were to can. 
The leader of the team of three gave 
the talk, and her two mates—or his, 

as the case might be—assisted in the 4 
preparation of the fruits and vege- 
tables. The amusing feature of the 
demonstrations was the eagerness with 
which other trios of contestants 
watched the work. Teachers from the 
floor asked questions which were 
meant to draw out the youthful cooks 
as well as to straighten out points on 
which they might be misunderstood. 
The young folks all did remarkably 
well, and received much praise. 

With the boys of eighteen and the 
men up to forty-five in the draft, it be- 
gins to look as if the work of the boys 
and girls will be needed. Iowa has 
cause for congratulation that the 
young folks have made such a good 
start along the lines of production and 
conservation. 





Peonies 


There is no flower more beautiful 
than the peony, and it comes in the 
spring after one has forgotten all about 
the trouble of digging and planting. 
Peonies can be planted up to Novem- 
ber, but the sooner they are in the 
ground now the better. The ground 
should ‘be prepared by digging at least 
two feet deep. Place-the bed in a well- 
drained place and test for acidity with 
a piece of litmus paper. This is blue 
when it comes from the druggist; if it 
turns red when placed in the soil, the 


ground is acid, and must be treated 
with lime before it is fit for peonies. 

The time when one has blossoms 
from fall-set peonies depends upon -the 
size of the roots planted. There are 
several sizes, from a root with one to 
five eyes to field-grown clumps. The 
latter blossom freely the first year 
from planting, while it may be a year 
or two before any blossoms show on 
the small roots. The duration of the 
blossqming season depends upon the 
varieties planted. 





Mr. Eugene Secor, a peony special- 
ist, and a grower who is most generous 


ers, wrote us as follows of the peony: 

“T find on referring to my notes that 
in 1915 the first bloom opened April 
15th, and the last boquet was picked 
and did duty at our Chautauqua, July 
15th. In 1916 and 1917 I had continu- 
ous blossoms for just two calendar 
months. Seasons differ, but hardly 
ever are we without peony blossoms 
for from eight to nine weeks. In order 
to bring this to pass, one must ‘have 
the very early and very late varieties, 
and such intermediate bloomers as 
will keep up the succession. 

“My earliest is the single tenuifolia, 
fern leaf. Then follows the double 
fern Teaf, then the ‘tree’ species, then 
conies the officinalis group, the peony 
of our grandmothers’ days, followed by 
the single Chinese, and these by the 
double Chinese. In each species, I 
think you will find the singles opening 
first, altho there are singles which are 
medium late. The very early kinds 
need a little coddling. They often 
open, or at least slfow color, before the 
freezing nights are over. I cover them 
on cold nights. They are so beautiful 
that it pays.” 

This is a good time to plant peonies 
to surprise the boys when they come 
home.

A Year-Around Hat 


“This is my year-around hat,” said a 
lady with a taste for millinery, hold- 
ing out as she spoke a toqve shape fall 
hat.

la trimming) to cover the straw, sew- 
ing it around and around over the 
straw braid, which it entirely covered. 
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The hat was dark blue, When the trim- 
ming had transformed it from a sum- 
mer to a winter model,.she covered 
two large buttons with velvet of the 
same shade for trimming, and thread- 
ing her needle with narrow scaglet vel- 
vet, she brought it up thru each of the 
four holes of the button, tlrus starring 
the blue with the thread of scarlet. 
The effect was good. 

We notice that the bulletin of the 
Reta#l Millinery Association of Amer- 
ica says of the styles for this year: 

“Shirred velvets, satin, grosgrain 
and velvet ribbons, in both broad and 
narrow widths, are being used. Entire 
crowns or facings are made of the 
shirred velvet and satin.” 

Shirring gives the home milliner a 
chdnce to use up old materials, and 
the made-over hat will this year be the 
vogue. 

“In making the shirred edges on 
some of the hats,” the bulletin goes on, 
“the velvet or satin is cut straight on 
the bias, and is from five to six inches 
wide. It is then shirred on both sides, 
and when placed on the brim, it gives 
the hat an attractive effect. This plan 
eliminates the need of having the vel- 
vet fitted, saves time, and at the pres- 
ent time is the newest way of using 
the various materials of which hats 
are made. Of course the material must 
be soft, so that the effect is not too 
bulky.”

Lessons are as they were made originally by Henry Wallace, with such slight changes as may occa- 
sionally be made necessary by additions to the lesson text.

(Notes on the Sabbath School Lesson 
for September 29, 1918.) 


The lessons of the third quarter are 
aseries of studies in the Christian life, 
or what it means to be a Christian. 
The first lesson of the quarter relates 
the beginning of the Christian life for 
three different groups of people at 
three different times. The first group 
was composed of six of Christ’s disci- 
ples—Andrew and John, Simon and 
James, Philip and Nathanael. The sec- 
ond group was made up of the attend- 
ants at a prayer-meeting by the river- 
side in Philippi, where Paul found a 
band of women meeting from time to 
time, when he answered the call to 
“come over into Macedonia, and help 
us.” Paul found them and worshiped 


with them, and under his leadership 
the meetings grew and many were 
turned to Christ. Those whose business 
this new religion threatened to hurt 
soon organized a mob. Charges were 
made against Paul and Silas, and they 
were cast into prison. Their behavior, 
especially their refusal to escape when 
the earthquake opened the doors, led 
the jailer to ask the way of salvation, 
and he and his whole household were 
baptized. 

The second lesson deals with the 
reading of the Bible. The treasurer of 
Ethiopia travels in state to Jerusalem 
for the express purpose of worshiping 
Jehovah and studying the religion that 
has commended itself to his reason 
and conscience. He is reading from 
Isaiah, and is trying to understand 
what he reads, when a man with Jew- 
ish features-comes running to him. 
Philip—sent by the angel of the Lord— 
asks the IXthiopian if he understands 
what he reads. He answers, “How can 
J, except someone shall guide me?” 
And Philip, sitting beside him in the 
chariot, tells him of Jesus, and he asks 
to be baptized. We can well imagine 
that as the African drove on his way, 
he experienced within himself some- 
thing of the exaltation experienced by 
the Psalmist when he wrote the 19th 
Psalm, which is the latter part of the 
lesson. 

The third lesson tells us something 
of how to pray. We have the prayer 
given the disciples by Christ, giving 
us in brief the essentials of real pray- 
er. God is our Father, but more than 
an earthly parent, and we must claim 
this fatherhood with reverence. We 
must be in sympathy with His work, 
the establishment of His kingdom on 
earth. We are to pray for forgiveness, 
a8 we forgive those who have not ful- 
filled their obligations to us. We are 
to pray not to be led into temptation, 
and to be delivered from evil. Christ 
uses two illustrations, one that of the 
man who grants his neighbor’s request 

ecause of his importunity, and the 
other bringing out the thought that if 


an earthly father will not deny good 
gifts to his children, much less will the 
heavenly Father fail to give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask it.

Father. In the last part, James points 
out that true religion means more than 
profession; that it means doing His 
work, visiting and helping those who 
need help, and keeping one-self pure in 
life and character. 

Lesson five is on the topic of grow- 
ing stronger in the Christian life. The 
first part tells of Christ going up to 
Jerusalem when He was twelve years 
of age, with His parents and a large 
company of pilgrims who were also 
going up to the feast. When they 
camped on the first evening of the 
journey home again, Jesus could not 
be found. In alarm, Joseph and Mary 
went back to Jerusalem to look for 
Him. After a long search for Him, 
they finally found Him in the temple, 
listening to the teachers there and 
asking them questions. They were all 
astonished at His understanding and 
His answers. To the amazed protest 
of His mother, Jesus replies with a 
question as to whether they did not 
know that He mustjbe in His Father’s 
house. He went back to Nazareth with 
them, and was subject to them, and 
grew in “wisdom and stature.” They 
did not fully understand the real char- 
acter of Jesus. In the few verses from 
II Peter, at the end of the lesson, Peter 
gives us the foundation for a satisfac- 
tory Christian life—study of the Bible, 
an understanding faith, virtue, knowl- 
edge, self-control and patience; and, 
on top of this, godliness, brotherly love 
and kindness. 


Lesson six deals with helping others. 
A lawyer had asked Jesus what he 
should do to inherit eternal life. Jesus 
puts to him the question: “How read- 
est thou?” and he answers to the ef- 
fect that he should love God supreme- 
ly, and his neighbor as himself. Then, 
in answer to his question as to who is 
his neighbor, Christ gives the parable 
of the Good Samaritan; and the lawyer 
admits that the Samaritan had per- 
formed the neighbor’s duty to the man 
who fell among thieves and was beat- 
en by them and stripped, leaving him 
half dead, rather than the priest and 
the Levite, who saw him but passed 
by on the other side. Jesus told him 
to “go, and do likewise.” In the sec- 
ond part of the lesson, Paul cautions 
his fellow-Christians, the Galatians, 
against that common sin of harsh 
judgment, prevalent in every age, hav- 
ing in mind their own weaknesses. He 
urges them to bear one another’s bur- 
dens, and not to weary in well-doing, 
assuring them that they shall reap if 
they faint not. 

The seventh lesson deals with some 
different lines of work in the church. 
The first part of the lesson tells of the 
growth of Christianity after Pentecost, 
on which day there was again a visible 
manifestation of God. After this man- 
ifestation, Peter did some plain speak- 
ing. He tells the people something of 
the purposes of God in sending His 
Son, and that they are absolutely in 
the power of Him whom they had cru- 
cified. He tells them to throw them- 
selves on the mercy of God and be bap- 
tized. The meeting continued for many 
days. They held their possessions for 
the common use of all, that the needs 
of all might be supplied. The disciples 
asked for new power to work miracles, 
and God gave them even more than 
they asked. ‘Thousands were added to 
the church. The work of distribution 
to supply the needs of these Christians 
became so great that it took all of the 
time of the twelve, and interfered with 
other work in extending the kingdom. 
So the people were asked to select 
seven men to do this work, who were 
then ordained by the apostles. 

Lesson eight deals with the general 
topic of speaking for Christ. Christ 
warns against hypocrisy and self-de- 
ception. God never forgets His own. 
He will honor the man who is honest 
toward God and true to his convictions. 
The man who allows the “leaven of 
the Pharisees” to spread, and thus 
corrupt his whole life and being, thus 
rendering him untrue and insincere in 
his relations to God, shall be disowned

judge harshly; to be generous. Give 
full measure, and you will receive like 
measure in return. The last part of 
the lesson gives an instancé of giving 
to which Christ openly gives his ap- 
proval, that of the poor widow who 
cast into the treasury of the temple 
two mites—all that she had; hence, a 
greater gift than the large sums given 
by the others out of their abundance. 
As an act of worship, the ‘measure of 
value is the degree of sacrifice made 
by the giver. 


Lesson ten is in two parts, on the 
general subject of conquering evil. The 
first part tells the story of how King 
Ahab coveted the vineyard of Naboth, 
which Naboth refused to let him have. 
Under the evil influence of Jezebel, 
Ahab carries out her scheme to get 
the vineyard, bringing against Naboth 
in a public meeting the charge of blas- 
phemy. Not only Naboth, but his sons, 
were put to death, and Ahab took the 
vineyard. When he went in to take 
possession, he was confronted by the 
prophet Elijah, who charges him with 
the crimes of murder and theft, and 
then pronounces his doom and that of 
Jezebel. In the second part of the les- 
son, Paul warns against entering into 
close fellowship with organized sin, 
with the unfruitful works of darkness, 
and particularly with such company 
and associations as habitually and nat- 
urally do their work in darkness, be- 
cause conscious that their works will 
not bear the light of day. He warns 
them against the use of intoxicating 
drinks, and points them to the true 
stimulant to all that is good, the Holy 
Spirit. 

Lesson eleven is in four parts, under 
the general topic of winning the world 
to Christ. The first part is from the 
Sermon on the Mount, in which Jesus 
compares the citizens of the kingdom, 
whose qualities he has just described, 
first to salt, the influence of which is 
to keep the world from growing more 
and more corrupt, but which, if it 
loses its strength and virtue, is to be 
cast out. Then he compares it to light, 
and urges them to let it shine in every 
relation of life. The second part deals 
with the message of Christ to the eley- 
en at a meeting after His resurrec- 
tion. In this He tells them that His 
power is back of them and always will 
be, and gives them the- Christian’s 
commission—to go out and spread the 
gospel as far as we can. The third part 
of the lesson tells of how Paul an- 
swered the call to go over into Mace- 
donia and help, and of the little 
prayer-meeting at the riverside, which 
grew under his teaching, and the in- 
fluence growing out it, of which has 
changed the civilization of the world. 
This was the beginning of foreign mis- 
sions, this little meeting of women for 
prayer. In the last part of the lesson 
we have an example of home missions, 
taken from the Old Testament. We 
are told how Nehemiah, cup-bearer to 
Artaxerxes, mourns over the tidings 
that come to him of the sad state of 
Jerusalem. He fasted and wept, then 
prayed to Jehovah, falling back on His 
promises, that the king will listen to 
him with favor. The Lord answers his 
prayer, and the king and queen give 
him permission to return, and make 
it possible for him to rebuild the city 
of his fathers. He was made governor 
of Judea, and instituted many reforms. 
He acknowledges that his favor was 
by the good hand of God. 

Lesson twelve deals with the fruits 
of the Christian life. The first part is 
the parable of the talents of the busi- 
ness man who is going to a far coun- 
try, and before he goes gives various 
sums to his servants, according to 
their ability to use them profitably in 
a business way. On his return, he re- 
wards the first two according to the 
results they have obtained, while from 
the third he takes away the one talent, 
which the servant had hidden in the 
ground for fear of losing it. The les- 
son is that God bestows His spiritual 
gifts on each man according to his nat- 
ural capacity, and leaves him to fill 
up the measure of that capacity by 
spiritual activities, or decrease it by 
lack of activity until the talent is taken 
from him. The second part of the les- 
son is the Beatitudes in the Sermon 
on the Mount, and defines for us the 
citizenship of the kingdom of heaven 
which Jesus came to establish—the 
poor in spirit, those that mourn, the 
meek, those that hunger and thirst 
after righteousness, the merciful, the 
pure in heart, the peacemakers, and 
those who are persecuted for right- 
eousness’ sake.
